During a recent visit with some old friends, the discussion turned to genealogy and DNA. 
Expecting an answer regarding ethnicity, they asked where my family comes from. My 
immediate response was KENTUCKY.

Perhaps the fact that my tree is basically a United States tree for more than six 
generations helps explain the overwhelming number of DNA matches | have. As of today, 
| have the following matches on Ancestry DNA 


* 3 immediate family 

¢ 1 in First Cousin category 

¢ 8 in Second Cousin category 

¢ 17 in Third Cousin category 

¢ 2,529 in Fourth Cousin category 

¢ 73, 839 in Distant Cousin Category 

* 78,955 total matches 
And the list will only grow as Ancestry continues to sell DNA tests. For me, this is an 
overwhelming amount of data. For this reason, | find shared matches, DNA circles, the 
Leeds Method and the clustering tool from Genetic Affairs helpful in interpreting this data. 


The tool | find most helpful in figuring out my DNA connections is my tree. Since | had 
tracked some descendants, | have been able to recognize the names of most of my 
second and third cousins. Even though | don’t have all of the descendants of my 3x great 
grandparents, what | do have will help figure out a 4th cousin relationship. 


When it comes to those distant cousins, | would dearly love to connect with them. Even 
though we only share a small amount of DNA, | believe that some of those distant 
cousins may hold the key to breaking down my brick walls. My tree is fairly solid thru my 
4x great grandparents. 
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However, it could use some work for those earlier generations! 


Whether it is figuring out DNA matches or expanding my tree, | obviously have my work 
cut out for me.

Thus, my husband and | went to the college and asked the geology professor if 
he knew how we could find Crandall Cemetery. He showed us topographic maps of the 
area and helped us figure out where the rural cemeteries were in the county. Armed with 
our new map, we took off to travel from one rural cemetery to another. We finally found 
the cemetery — just as my grandmother described!

Have you ever heard anything that sounded too good to be true? Have you ever believed 
something to only find out that Snopes.com says it is false? | Know | have — both in my 
Facebook timeline and in my genealogy. 


Thus, when | saw that there were parents for my ancestor, James Crawford on Family 
Search, | so wanted to jump up and down with joy. Not only are the parents identified, but 
so are the siblings. 


This is fantastic news! However, the skeptic in me asked, “Is this really true or is it just 
‘Fake News’?” 


Thus, | started looking for the sources behind the relationship. The only source attached 
that supported the parent-child relationship was a christening record for James Crawford 
found in Scotland, Births and Baptisms, 1564-1950.

Scotland Births and Baptisms, 1564-1950 was used as the source for each of the 
children of Hew and Isobell (Muir) Crawford. | don’t doubt that Hugh and Isobell had a 
son named James Crawford who was christened in 1768. But is the James Crawford in 
this source, my James Crawford. 


When seeing this source, my first thought was that | have no evidence that my James 
Crawford was born in Scotland. Unfortunately, | don’t have direct evidence saying he 
wasn't born in Scotland. 


According to the 1850 census, my ancestor was 78 years old and born in Virginia. My 
ancestor, James Crawford, married Sally Duggins in 1799 in Garrard County, Kentucky. 
These two sources along with the history of other Crawford families in Lincoln, Madison 
and Garrard counties Kentucky prior to 1800 are the basis of my theory that my ancestor 
was born in Virginia and not in Scotland. 
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| also wondered whether there was DNA evidence to support Hugh Crawford as the 
father of James Crawford. Fortunately, | am managing some yDNA in the Crawford 
Family DNA Project. | didn’t remember any close matches who had a Hugh Crawford line. 
When | checked our ‘group’, | didn’t find any Hugh Crawfords in the group.

My Crawford line has been placed in the R1b-01B Ardmillan group. Most of the Hugh 
Crawford lines are in the R1b-13a Dal Riata group. Thus, the Crawford ‘experts’ don’t 
believe my line is closely related to a Hugh Crawford line. 


My list of yDNA matches does include someone whose line goes back to a Hugh 
Crawford. However, our genetic distance is EIGHT at 111 markers. 


At this point, | don’t believe the DNA evidence supports Hugh Crawford as the father of 
James Crawford. 


Since Family Search contains a revision history, | followed the revisions and identified 
two researchers who seem to support Hugh Crawford as the father of James Crawford. | 
messaged each of them to see if they could shed further light on the family. | also 
messaged two descendants of James Crawford that have been researching the family 
longer than | have. | received a response from one of the ‘Hugh Crawford’ camp stating 
that the attached sources (i.e. the Christening record) were the support for Hugh 
Crawford being the father of James Crawford. 


With the Christening record being the only support, | decided to evaluate that information 
against what | already knew about James Crawford (see James Crawford in my Ancestry 
tree for details). | have 1772 as the birth year for James Crawford. My source for that 
information is his tombstone found in the Eaton cemetery, Preble County, Ohio. Since the 
1850 census indicates that James Crawford was 78 years old, this census record 
supports a birth year of 1772. 


At this time, my conclusion is that James Crawford was born in 1772. Thus, he could not 
have been christened in 1768 in Scotland. Based on my conclusion, | changed his 
birthdate back to the 1772 date and removed the Scotland Baptism record from his list of 
sources. 


Without the Scottish baptism record, there isn’t any evidence that Hugh (or Hew) 
Crawford is the father of James Crawford of Preble County, Ohio. Since one of the other 
descendants is more knowledgeable of how to edit relationships on Family Search, I’m 
going to let her attack the parentage issue. 


Thus, | am considering the news that Hugh Crawford is the father of James Crawford of 
Preble County, Ohio to be Fake News. Unfortunately, that means | am still looking for the 
parents of James Crawford.

This transcript shows Sallie Rush as the plaintiff. Listed among the defendants is 
Alexander Briles and wife Sallie. The body of the petition identifies Sally Rush as the 
widow of Noah Rush deceased.

With the parentage of Sarah Rush Briles now in question and my documentation based 
on a transcript, | knew | had to either find the actual petition for dower or some other 
document to support my case. By searching Ancestry, | was able to locate the probate 
papers for Noah Rush in North Carolina, Wills and Probate Records, 1665-1998. 


Towards the first of the packet is a petition to sell land. This petition names Alexander 
Briles and Sallie Briles his wife as one of the defendants. Later in the petition, it indicates 
that Alexander Briles and Sallie live in Kansas.

Ultimate Challenge 
Friday, January 11, 2019 


Have you ever found two men of the same name in the county records and tried to figure 
out which record is for which man. Most genealogists encounter this difficulty sometime in 
their research. | have several of those conflicts in my tree. However, my Hiram Currey 
same name challenge is an ‘ultimate challenge’. 


My great-grandfather, Hiram M. Currey (of Dodge City, Kansas) was the son of Hiram M 
Currey and Angelina Jane Burke of Leavenworth, Kansas. | believe this Hiram M. Currey 
was the son of Hiram M. Currey of Peoria, Illinois and the grandson of Hiram M. Currey of 
Champaign County, Ohio. Thus, | have a potential of four generations of Hiram M 
Currey’s with very little direct evidence tying them together. 


My research on this line began with Hiram M. Currey of Leavenworth. Hiram M. Currey 
married Angelina Burke in 1856 in Weston, Missouri. By 1860, they were living on the 
Kansas side of the border. Unfortunately, | haven’t found any records in Platte County, 
Missouri or Leavenworth County, Kansas to directly tie Hiram Currey to his parents or 
siblings. The only information | have that might tie Hiram M. Currey of Leavenworth to 
parents is from the family Bible. According to the Bible, Hiram Currey was born in 1835 in 
Peoria, Illinois. 


FAMILY RECORD. =f 
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Armed with that one bit of information, | began my search with the census. | didn’t find a 
15 year old Hiram Currey in Peoria Illinois — nor any Currey family with a male around 
15 in Peoria. | did find a Hiram Currey in the 1840 census in Peoria who had a male child 
under 5. Thinking this could be the father of Hiram Currey of Leavenworth, | started 
researching Hiram Currey of Peoria. 


According to the Atlas of Peoria County, Illinois, Hiram Currey was a lawyer. The History 
of Peoria County indicates that Hiram Currey was a member of the Peoria Company 
during the Black Hawk War in 1832. There are several other mentions of Hiram Currey 
between 1825 and 1844 in Peoria County. Unfortunately, these histories do not contain a 
biography, nor do they help in identifying parents or siblings for Hiram Currey, the lawyer. 
So far, | haven’t found any record that might indicate what happened to Hiram Currey 
after 1844. 


| believe the Hiram Currey of Peoria is the same Hiram Currey that was admitted to the 
practice of law in Rush County, Indiana in 1822 (Illustrated Historical Atlas of the State of 
Indiana). 
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With no information on his family, | started looking for potential fathers and found Hiram 
Mirick Currey of Champaign County, Ohio. This Hiram Currey served as treasurer of Ohio 
in 1818. As treasurer, he was involved in the court case, Osborn v. Bank of the United 
States. Because of this court case, there are a lot of references to Hiram Currey in 
various newspapers of the time until about 1822. Sometime after 1820, Hiram Currey 
may have moved to Indiana. So far, | haven’t found any records that identify Hiram 
Currey of Peoria as the son of Hiram Currey of Ohio. 


In the process of trying to learn more about these Hiram Currey families, | came across a 
biography for Dr. John Currie of Darlington, Montgomery County, Indiana in the History of 
Montgomery County, Indiana by Beckwith. This biography names Providence M. as 
John’s father and Thomas as his uncle. 


Thus, | started researching several Curry/Currey/Currie families: Hiram of Ohio, 
Providence and Thomas of Indiana and Hiram of Peoria. It was by researching all of 
these men that | discovered a land transaction between Hiram Currey of Peoria and 
Thomas Currey of Carroll County, Indiana.

As | continued researching their families, | found Thomas’ widow, Jane in the 1850 
census. Living in her household was a 15 year old male, named Hiram. 
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Since the probate record for Thomas does not include a child named Hiram, | believe this 
15 year old Hiram Currey to be the Hiram Currey who married Angelena Burke in Weston 
in 1854.

Even though my paper research is based on a lot of pieces of indirect evidence, | do 
have DNA evidence to support my conclusions. | have a match with a descendant of 
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Caroline Kelso, whom | believe to be a sister to Hiram Currey of Leavenworth. | also have 
a match with a descendant of Hiram Currey of Ohio thru Hiram’s daughter Jane 
Guttridge. These DNA matches are not enough to prove this lineage — but they do 
support it. 


So my ultimate #52Ancestors challenge has been and continues to be collecting data to 
support (or disprove) a lineage of four Hiram M. Curreys: 


¢ Hiram of Dodge City 

¢ Hiram of Leavenworth 
¢ Hiram of Peoria

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Research Logs 
Thursday, January 17, 2019 


Do you have one task that ‘genealogy experts’ recommend that you just don’t seem to be 
able to tackle? For me, that tends to be a research log. 


Even though | have a ‘research log’ from my early days of research, | haven’t been 
consistent with keeping that log — especially with Internet searching. And, | really could 
use a comprehensive research log now! 


| have the opportunity to apply for a ‘brick wall’ consultation at the upcoming Topeka 
Genealogical Society conference in April. As part of that application, | need to submit a 
list of sources already checked. With forty years of research and a lot of same name 
issues, | could really use a complete research log! 


For this application, | am going to submit James Crawford (1772-1854) of Preble County, 
Ohio as my brick wall ancestor. James married Sally Duggins in 1799 in Garrard County, 
Kentucky before migrating to Ohio by the early 1800s. The research question | would like 
assistance with is “ Who is James Crawford's father?” 


Seems simple enough, right. Unfortunately, there are a lot of same name issues with 
researching this ancestor. 


1. Next door neighbor in Preble County, Ohio was James Crawford (1770-1833) who 
married Martha Knight in 1793 in Lincoln County, KY. This James Crawford 
migrated from Preble County, OH to Warren County, IN where he died. Also 
migrating to Warren County, IN from Preble County, OH at about the same time was 
Nelson G. Crawford, the son of James and Sally (Smith Duggins) Crawford. 

2. There is a third James Crawford (1758-1836) living in Madison and Garrard counties 
in Kentucky prior to 1800. This James Crawford was married to Rebecca Anderson 
and migrated to Jennings County, IN and then to Jefferson County, IN. 

3. Garrard County KY histories refer to a Rev. James Crawford. There was a Rev. 
James Crawford (1752/3 — 1803) at Walnut Hill Presbyterian Church in Fayette 
County, KY. Rev. James Crawford was married to Rebecca McPheeters. 

4. DAR applications by descendants of James Crawford and Rebecca Anderson 
appear to have records mixed up with a James Crawford (1757-1836) who resided 
in Fleming County, KY. This James Crawford was married to Sarah Vansant. 

So, | not only need to identify sources I’ve checked for James and Sally (Duggins) 
Crawford, but also sources I’ve checked for all of these other James Crawfords. 


To start re-creating such a research log, | used RootsMagic to print an individual 
summary report, complete with bibliography for each of these James Crawfords. | then 
copied the bibliography entries into Notepad where | could remove the leading 
punctuation and clean up any other errors. 
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From Notepad, | copied the entries into Excel. Since there were blank lines between each 
bibliography entry, those blank lines copied over to Excel. To eliminate the blank lines, | 
sorted by the bibliography column. This pushed all of the blank lines to the bottom of the 


list. 


Unfortunately, that only gets sources that I’ve cited in RootsMagic. | had drawers full of 
research that would need to be added to this list of sources used. Fortunately, | have 
scanned most of that research. Unfortunately, | named the scanned files with the

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Little Clues 
Tuesday, January 22, 2019 


Do you ever go back to a source you've likely used before and discover a very tiny tidbit 
of information that changes one of your assumptions about an ancestor. Well, | did last 
night. | was browsing the Internet for Madison County, Kentucky resources while 
watching the webinar, Trails of Daniel Boone and Other Western Travelers by J. Mark 
Lowe. 


| came across the book, Glimpses of Historic Madison County, Kentucky on Internet 
Archive. When | searched the contents of the book for Crawford, | found a paragraph 
about Rev. James Crawford. 


The Presbyterian Church 


The first Presbyterian Church in the county was organized by 

Rev. James Crawford about 1790 at Round Top, six miles from 
Richmond, and was known as the Silver Creek Presbyterian Church. 
Seven years later this group united with the Paint Lick Church and 
one minister served both congregations. There was a schism in the 
Presbyterian as well as practically all other local churches in the 
early 1800’s as a result of the great religious revival sweeping Ken- 
tucky at that time. Many new doctrines were being preached, and 
large numbers of those who were once thought to be dependable 
followers of the Calvinistic faith, succumbed to the new teachings. 
Even the pastor of the above church departed from the Presbyterian 
doctrines, became a strong advocate of the bodily exercises often 
experienced during the revival and finally became a devout mem- 
ber of the Shaker colony, which established itself in a neighboring county 
during that period. 


At this time, | don’t know which James Crawford in the Lincoln-Madison-Garrard area of 
Kentucky in the 1790s this is referring to. However, this short piece contains several hints 
that may prove useful. 


* This isn’t referring to the Rev. James Crawford of the Lexington area since he didn’t 
leave the Presbyterian church. 

¢ About 1790, Rev. James Crawford served at Silver Creek Presbyterian Church at 
Round Top in Madison County, KY 
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¢ About 1797, Rev. James Crawford also served the Paint Lick Church in Garrard 
County, KY 
* Sometime after 1800, Rev. James Crawford left the Presbyterian church and joined 
a Shaker colony [in a neighboring county] 
So, could this Rev. James Crawford be one of the James Crawfords | have been 
researching? Yes, but it could also be another James Crawford. | will have to follow up on 
these clues to try and figure out who he is. 
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Tennants in Common 
Wednesday, January 23, 2019 


I’m trying to use deeds to help separate information for two James Crawfords who 
resided in Preble County Ohio at the same time. They both owned parts of section 14, 
Township 7 North, Range 2 East. 


As discussed in my post, James Crawford of Preble County, | use the selling of the land 
to figure out which James Crawford owned the land. | also use their wife’s name to help 
me keep them straight. James and Sally are my ancestors while James and Martha may 
or may not be related. 


James (Martha) Crawford filed a patent for the Southwest quarter of section 14 township 


7 North, range 2 East in 1812.

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After looking at an article about Tenancy in Common, | now understand the exchange of 
land between James Crawford and William Sellers in 1821. Basically, James purchases 
the West half of the quarter from William Sellers

The final land transaction involving James Crawford’s land is after his death. His step- 
son, William Duggins, and his widow, Sally Crawford, sell the land. Within the deed is a 
statement that the land was transferred to William Duggins by Nelson Crawford, James’ 
son and heir. 


The purchase of the land as ‘tenants in common’ by William Sellers and James Crawford 
adjoining land purchased by another James Crawford just makes everything more 
confusing. William Sellers wife, Sarah Crawford, is believed to be the sister of the James 
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Crawford (61770) who married Martha Knight. If that is the case, then why is William 
Sellers essentially sharing land with the James Crawford (b1772) that married Sally 
Duggins?

I’m using color coding for 
the locations.

For this timeline, | limited the people to the following: 
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¢ two James Crawfords of Preble County (James/Sally and James/Martha) 
¢ their suspected mothers: Rebecca Crawford and Mary Crawford (md Moore) 
* suspected uncles of one of the James Crawfords: James/Rebecca and 
William/Elizabeth 
* suspected siblings: Sarah Crawford (William Sellers) and Mary Crawford (James 
Sellers) 
* step-sons of my ancestor: Henry Duggins and William Duggins 
¢ daughter of my ancestor: Polly Crawford md John Stoner 
By looking at the information in this format, I’ve been able to track the land transactions. 
This has allowed me to quickly see which tracts of land only had one transaction 
(purchase or sell), allowing me to look for the other transaction. I’m also seeing other 
‘holes’ in my research of these people. Hopefully, as | fill in those ‘holes’, | will find 
records tying these Crawford families together. 


I’m thankful | tried looking at the information from a different perspective!

Do you have documents in your genealogy files with incomplete citations. 
Congratulations if your answer was no! 


Unfortunately, | have documents with partial citations. One set of those documents is four 
marriage bonds involving Crawford family members from Kentucky in the 1790s. 


¢ Mary Crawford consent to marry James Sellers given by Rebekah Crawford on 19 
Dec 1791 in Lincoln County, Kentucky witnessed by James Crawford and Wm 
Sellers 
¢ Bond of James Crawford and Nathan Douglas for the marriage of James Crawford to 
Martha Night on 12 Mar 1793 in Lincoln County, Kentucky. Consent for the marriage 
was given by John Goodpastor and witnessed by James Sellers and Samuel Sellers 
¢ Consent of Rebekah Crawford for Sarah Crawford to marry William Sellers on 2 Feb 
1796 in Lincoln County, KY witnessed by James Crawford and James Sellers 
¢ Bond by James Crawford and James Sellers for the marriage of James Crawford 
and Sally Duggins on 12 Sept 1799 in Garrard County, Kentucky 
| was able to locate the two Crawford-Sellers bonds thru Family Search. They are found 
in the Loose papers, files 1-6 1781-1809 (film #102262) in the Marriage Records, 1781- 
1961 collection for Lincoln County, Kentucky on Family Search thru a search of the index 
for Crawford. 


On the off chance that the bond for James and Martha was missed, | scanned thru the 
entire roll of loose papers — and still didn’t find it. | was able to find verification that the 
record existed at one time in the set of records titled, “ Extract” in the Marriage Records, 
1781-1961 collection for Lincoln County, Kentucky.

Lesson of the day: Create a solid citation for each and every source! 
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Tax Man Cometh 
Saturday, January 26, 2019 


It’s tax season again. I’m betting that unless one has a child applying for a college 
scholarship, most people haven’t started their taxes yet. | know | haven't. I’d rather be 
spending my time researching. 


So why was | buried in tax information yesterday? Well, | was going back thru some old 
research in pre 1800 tax lists for Madison County, Kentucky. I’ve looked at the tax 
information before, but didn’t have a good understanding of the various families to be 
able to identify the people listed. 


Between 1787 and 1796, the following Crawford households are found in Madison 
County, Kentucky: 


¢ Mary Crawford (found 1787-1792) 

¢ James Crawford (found 1787-1796) 

¢ William Crawford (found (1787-1796) 

e James Crawford - appears in 1792 

¢ Alexander Crawford — appears in 1792 

¢ John Crawford - appears in 1795 

¢ William Crawford Jr — appears in 1795 

¢ Edward Crawford — appears in 1795 — under a different commissioner's list 
Everyone but Edward Crawford is missing in the 1797 list. This may be due to the 
creation of Garrard County, KY from part of Madison and part of Lincoln County. 


So are any of these my ancestor, James Crawford (1772-1854)? If | have his birth year 
correct, then he would not have turned 21 until 1793. So are any of these possibly his 
parent or sibling? 


The Mary Crawford in these tax lists is likely the same Mary Crawford that married 
Alexander Moore. She may be the mother of James Crawford (1772-1854). This is the 
same Mary Crawford who purchased land from Richard Cave. ( Mary Crawford — wife of 
Alexander Moore)

In terms of the James Crawford in the 1787 list, he is shows as having land on Paint Lick 
that was purchased from Thos L Kennedy in 1796. 
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1796 Madison County Kentucky Tax List image 333 on Family Search film 8126 


| found the deed for this land transaction in Lincoln County Kentucky Deeds, Vol. A page 
219. In 1812, James Crawford and Rebecca his wife of County of Jefferson, Territory of 
Indiana sold 150 acres of that land back to Thomas Kennedy. ( Garrard County Kentucky 
Deeds, Book D, p309) Thus, | believe the James Crawford in the 1787-1796 tax lists to 
be the James Crawford who was married to Rebecca Anderson. 


When it comes to William , | haven’t been able to locate his purchase of 180 acres on 
Paint Lick that was part of the John Kennedy grant. Thus, | haven’t been able to use land 
transactions to identify his wife. 


Other researchers believe that James Crawford was the son of James and Margery 
Crawford and grandson of Col. John Crawford. James and Margery had son named 
William . Researchers have placed this William Crawford in this area of Kentucky prior 
to his migration to Ste. Genevieve in the Louisiana Territory. Thus, the William in these 
early tax lists could be the brother of James Crawford . These same researchers believe 
that Mary is the widowed sister-in-law of James and William . | need more 
documentation to support this relationship, but my current theory is that James and 
William are brothers. 


So, who are the ‘newcomers’ [ James and Alexander] to the list in 1792? 
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1792 Madison County Kentucky Tax List image 132 on Family Search film 8126 


Based on the possessions, James might have just turned 21, but Alexander is likely 
older. Could James be the son of Mary, James or William ? William did have a son 
named James, but my current knowledge of the family indicates he was born in 1782 
making him too young. James also had a son named James who was born in 1790. 
Thus, he is also too young. Thus the James that appears in 1792 is likely the son of 
Mary . A second study of the 1792 list shows the same date for Mary and the James 
with 2 horses and different dates for William and James (with 9 horses). 


In terms of Alexander’s identity, | believe he is the Alexander Crawford that married 
Margaret McElwee in Lincoln County, Kentucky in 1788. However, | need to collect more 
records for him to verify that these are the same man. | don’t know how Alexander fits 
with Mary, James and William . Other researchers believe he descends from 
Alexander Crawford and Mary McPheeters. That is possible since their descendants are 
found throughout early Kentucky. 


A similar situation occurs in 1795 with the addition of John, William Jr and Edward.

Since Edward’s listing occurs in a different district than James and William, | don’t believe 
he is the son of Mary , James or William . Again James ‘ sons are too young to appear 
on this tax list. 


Assuming this William is the brother of James , he has two sons that could appear on 
the 1795 tax list: William (b about 1771) and John (b about 1774). The tax 
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commissioner visited both Williams on the 23rd of May but visited John on the 25th of 
April. 


A John Crawford married Sarah McAlester in August of 1794 in Madison County, 
Kentucky. A check of the tax list for McAlesters shows a Sarah McAlester. The date of 
her visit was the 25th of April. This would suggest that the Sarah McAlester of the tax list 
may be the mother of the Sarah McAlester married to John Crawford and that they were 
living near each other. 


So what have | proven? Absolutely nothing! | need more documentation. 
However, | do believe | have circumstantial evidence for the following relationships: 


¢ Mary Crawford , James Crawford and William Crawford are somehow related. 

¢ James Crawford of the 1792 listing may be the son of Mary Crawford 

¢ John Crawford and William Crawford may be the sons of William Crawford 

¢ John Crawford ‘s wife may be the daughter of Sarah McAlester 
| still need to do the same analysis with tax lists from Lincoln County, Kentucky and 
possibly Garrard and Barren counties.

Have you ever tripped over a county line? | mean, have you ever not considered a family 
in the neighboring county just because they are in the neighboring county? 


Well, | have — for over thirty years. 


As I’ve written about before, | have two James Crawford families living in Preble County, 
Ohio. One is my ancestor and one is his neighbor. 


¢ James Crawford of Preble County, Ohio 
My ancestor was married in Garrard County, Kentucky in 1799, while the other James 
was married in Lincoln County, Kentucky in 1793. For all these years, I’ve thought that 
the records for Lincoln County, Kentucky were in relation to the ‘other’ James while the 
records in Garrard and Madison counties were for my James. 


Recently, | did the analysis of the Madison County, Kentucky tax records and realized 
that the men we assumed were related to the Lincoln County bunch were listed on the 
Madison county records. 


Then, last night, | started going thru the Lincoln County, Kentucky tax records. In 1787, | 
found Rebekah Crawford living near George Douglas. Also living in Lincoln County, 
Kentucky in 1787 was two members of the Sellers family. 


This morning, | was thinking about Rebekah and Mary Crawford and wondered how far 
apart they were living. | already knew that Mary Crawford had purchased land from 
Richard Cave. That land is in Garrard County, Kentucky. 


Since | have a map of the original surveys for Garrard County, | decided to see if | could 
find George Douglas’ land. | knew the land was near the Dix River. 


| found George Douglas’ land on the map. Both women lived in what became Garrard 
County. 
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The above map shows the Richard Cave survey in yellow. Some of this land was sold to 
Mary Crawford. The George Douglass survey is outlined in orange. Some of this land 
was sold to Rebekah Crawford. Both pieces of land are in current day Garrard County. 


Below is a broader look at the map. The area outlined in green is the Kennedy land. 
James and possibly William purchased land from the Kennedys. 


At the time, these properties would not have been considered close to each other. 
However they are all in the same area of Kentucky. Thus, there may be a relationship 
between Rebekah, Mary, James and William.

Here is your assignment if you choose to play along (cue the Mission Impossible 
music):1) Using your ancestral lines, how far back in time can you go with two degrees of 
separation?

My first thought was that | knew my great-grandmother, Josie Crawford. 


Crawford Line: Josie Hammond Crawford was born in 1874. She would have known her 
grandfather, Horatio Hammond (1798-1879) and grandparents, James Barr Ralston 
(1811-1904) and Nancy Jane McCormick (1818-1907). 


Josie would have also known her in-laws: Washington Marion Crawford (1838-1889) and 
Mary Foster Crawford (1842-1929). Josie’s father-in-law was a prisoner of war at 
Andersonville, as was her father, Richmond Fisk Hammond (1840-1928).

Currey Line: | kne my grandmother, Winnie Letha Currey (1903-1992). Winnie did not 
know any of her grandparents since they all died prior to her birth. Her mother, Winnie 
Mae Hutchinson, died in 1913, when my grandmother was ten. My grandmother did not 
know much about her heritage. Her thirst for knowledge about her mother’s family is what 
started my genealogy quest. 


Briles Line: | knew my grandfather, Edward Osmond Briles (1891-1956). His grandfather, 
Noah Washington Briles (1840-1879) died before he was born. His grandmother, Sarah 
Jane Thompson Briles (1843) was still living in Coffey county, Kansas near where his 
parents lived.

Do you include libraries and archives in your genealogy toolbox? 

For me, the use of a library or archive has always been part of my genealogy journey. 


Perhaps that is because | earned my Masters’ in Library Science about the same time | 
started my genealogical journey. 


Even though my emphasis was in school librarianship, my graduate classes exposed me 
to some of the very same tools like NUCMC (National Union Catalog of Manuscript 
Collections) that | would use for genealogical research. 


In my first years of genealogical research, books and microfilm were the tools | needed to 
access to learn about my family. Since | moved to Nemaha county, Kansas as a teacher, 
my family roots are not in Nemaha county. Thus, | had to travel to access resources. 


My primary destination was the archives at the Kansas State Historical Society. Travels 
to the historical society provided me with access to Kansas census records and Kansas 
newspapers. In addition, their book collection of local and state histories helped me learn 
about my ancestors prior to their arrival in Kansas. 


When | would visit my grandmother in Dodge City, | often planned my trips around court 
house hours. This allowed me to search the land and probate records for my family in the 
Dodge City area. 


On one of those trips, | visited Boot Hill and asked if they had a photograph collection. To 
my surprise, they took me upstairs to their small office and let me search their 
photographs. Among their collection, | found a picture of my second great-grandfather, 
Washington Marion Crawford! I’m looking forward to going back to Boot Hill once they 
have their new archives building opened! 


In order to research my family before their arrival in Kansas, | needed to travel to libraries 
with a broader collection. In particular, | needed access to the federal census for other 
states (remember this is prior to the Internet). For that | turned to the Midwest Genealogy 
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Center in Independence, Missouri. 


Thanks to the Kansas Council of Genealogical Societies and Ruth Keys Clark, | had the 
opportunity to participate in a bus tour to the Family History Library at Salt Lake City — 
twice. 


This week long adventure allowed me to come home with piles of photocopies of land, 
probate and other records for my ancestors throughout the U.S. 


In 1985, | became the librarian for Nemaha Valley High School and my library experience 
shifted from a user to being the librarian. Working with students on research projects 
helped me develop my research skills. | also improved my knowledge of U.S. history by 
assisting with various history projects over the years. 


In 1992, my library world began to change as implemented an electronic catalog and a 
NETWORK. Slowly, my network of two computers began to grow as teacher computers 
and a dedicated server were added to my network. My job responsibilities also began to 
change as | became responsible for the functioning of the network and computers. 


My research skills were enhanced as | learned how to use Dialog to access magazine 
databases over a dedicated modem. As the Internet began to develop, so did our access. 


As each new tool became available, | had to learn how to use it, not only for my own 
work, but also so | could help others learn to use it. I’m thankful for this time of constant 
learning since | can apply those skills to my genealogy work today. 


Today’s genealogical research is significantly different than when | first started. There is 
so much available from my own home. 


However, | still need access to resources not available on the Internet. For books, | still 
travel to the Midwest Genealogy Center and enjoy their new setting. 
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For local records, | turn to Family Search. Many of the rolls of microfilm that | used in Salt 
Lake have now been digitized. | am finding that a lot of those digitized records are 
available on my home computer. For those locked records, | simply visit my local library 
where the librarian applied for and received approval to be an Affiliate Library for Family 
Search. 


| am thankful for all of the libraries and librarians that have helped me along this journey!

Do you ever find yourself looking for a picture of an individual in a group and not finding 
it? Or, do you struggle to find a digital image of a document that someone witnessed? 


| Know | struggle with this issue. That’s why Tony Proctor’s presentation regarding 
indexing off file names during last Monday’s session of Monday’s with Myrt proved 
intriguing. (Organizing More Resources) 


Tony developed a simple program to attach a ‘buddy file’ to the image. As he was 
presenting, | kept thinking, about the time involved to add this information to each and 
every photograph. 


Then, Hilary commented that she has been using Tony’s program to attach transcriptions 
to a digital image. With the transcription attached to the image, | would be able to search 
my files for a member of an ancestor’s FAN club and find records they were mentioned 
in. That makes it worth the time to learn how to do this. 


First, | found Dear Myrtle’s Facebook post on the topic.

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Now, | need to create a ‘meta’ file for one of the images in this folder. Since | want to put 
the transcription for an image in the meta file, | opened my Scrivener file and located one 
of the images and transcriptions | wanted to work with. 


Then | copied the text from the transcription into notepad. | saved that file with the 
EXACT same name as the image file but with a META extension (what goes after the 
period) into the same folder as the image. 


Here’s where it got tricky. Since | couldn’t see the extensions on my file names, | didn’t 
know there was a problem. However, this was mentioned during the Mondays with Myrt 
session — and so | knew that | had to make the extensions visible. To do that, | opened 
Windows Explorer and clicked on the VIEW button. On the VIEW menu is a check box for 
File Name Extension. 


When | clicked to show the extensions, | could see the issue with my META file. The .txt 
extension was added to the name.

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After setting the program to use metaproxy.exe to open the .meta file | created, | could 
double click on the .meta file and it would open both the TEXT based .meta file and the 
image file. Since | have Paint.Net set as my default software for .jpg files, the image 
opened in that program and the text file opened in Notepad. | discovered that if Paint.Net 
was set to full screen, the text file was hidden. 


When | tried to search my directory for one of the surnames in this file, | did not find this 
file. Thus, | went back to Tony’s text file of directions and discovered that | needed to 
make a change in the indexing options (on Control Panel) for the meta file type. | followed 
the directions and found where | had to change the method of indexing so that it was 
Index properties and File Contents.

Even though | tried to follow Tony’s directions to make sure the folder and its contents 
were being indexed, | couldn’t get a search to pull up the file. Then | read to the end 
where Tony said he had to reboot his computer. So, | rebooted. 

Once | rebooted, | tried to search the folder again. At first, it wasn’t working. In fact, | 
couldn’t search for anything. However, after a minute or two, the search feature started 
working. | was able to pull up the meta file. 
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Now that | have this figured out, | can use this to connect a transcription to the image. | 
just need to remember to do the following:

of the sum of one hundred pounds current money of Virginia to them in hand paid the 
receipt whereof they do hereby acknowledge hath granted sold, aliened enforced and 
confirmed, and by these presents the said George Douglass and Rebekah his wife for 
themselves and their heirs do freely clearly and absolutely grant sell alien enforce and 
confirm unto the said Rebekah Crawford and unto her heirs and assigns forever a certain 
tract dividend or parcel of land, containing one hundred acres situate lying and being in 
Lincoln County on the head waters of sugar Creek and Boons mill Creek and is bounded 
as follows, To wit: Beginning at a white oak and ash tree made corner betwixt said 
Douglass and Crawford from thence south thirty six degrees west two hundred and thirty 
one pole with Douglasses line to a sugar tree and two iron wood trees standing in the line 
of Myers Preemption from thence North fifty four degrees west sixty nine poles to an Elm 
and two Beach trees corner to John Matthews land from thence with said Matthews line 
North thirty six degrees East two hundred and thirty one poles to two sugar trees corner 
to said John Matthews land in the line of said Myers preemption and with said line south 
fifty four degrees east sixty nine poles to the beginning. With all Woods and under woods 
water and water courses thereunto belonging or in anywise appertaining unto the same 
with the reversion and reversions remainder and remainders rentss [?] and profits of all 
and singular the said land and premises before mentioned and of every part and parcel

And the said George Douglas and Rebakah his wife for themselves and 
their heirs do and shall and will forever warrant and defend the title of the aforesaid one 
hundred acres of land & premises and will by these presents for defend the same against 
any person or persons that shall or may hereafter claim the same, unto the aforesaid 
Rebekah Crawford and unto her heirs and assigns forever.

Have you ever tried to track someone thru the census and just have them disappear? | 
have and it is frustrating! 


I’m trying to figure out my Crawford family in Kentucky on the tax lists. Once | sat down to 
analyze the data, it was fairly easy to use land records to figure out the Madison County, 
Kentucky records prior to 1800. (See Tax Man Cometh) 


However, the Lincoln County, Kentucky tax lists are proving to be a bit more difficult. 
There is a Rebekah Crawford who receives land from George Douglas in 1786. (See 
Rebekah’s Land) 


Rebekah appears on the Lincoln County tax list in 1787. 


County Kentucky 
Tax Books 1787-1788, 1790-1797, 1799-1805

She alos appears in 1789 and 1791. | have not found her after 1791. 


Rebekah Crawford gave consent for the marriage of Mary Crawford to James Sellers in 
1791 and for the marriage of Sarah Crawford to William Sellers in 1796. Thus, it is 
believed that Rebekah is the mother of Mary and Sarah. (See Marriage Bond Mystery) 


James Sellers first appears on the tax list in 1789. He also appears in 1791, 1792, 1794, 
1795 and 1796. None of the records for James Sellers indicate that he owned land. 


William Sellers first appears on the tax list in 1792 as a male over 16. He is also listed on 
the 1794, 1795 and 1796 tax lists. On the 1795 list, he is listed owning 100 acres on 
Sugar Creek. On the 1796 tax list, William Sellers is listed with 50 acres on Sugar Creek. 


In 1793, a third Crawford marriage occurred in Lincoln County between James Crawford 
and Martha Knight. A Nathan Douglas along with a James Crawford signed the bond for 
the marriage. This suggests that Rebekah Crawford may have been the mother of this 
James Crawford. (See James Crawford of Preble County) 


There are several James Crawfords listed on these tax lists. Any one of them could be 
James and Martha. The first appears on the 1790 tax list. In 1791, a James Crawford is 
listed as a male over 16. In 1792, a James Crawford is listed with 120 acres. 
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In 1794, there are two James Crawfords listed in Lincoln County, Kentucky. One has 114 
acres and the other isn’t listed with land. 


In 1795, there are three James Crawfords listed in Lincoln County, Kentucky. One has 
114 acres and the other two are not listed with land. 


From 1796 to 1798, there aren’t any James Crawfords listed. In 1799, there is one James 
Crawford listed with 100 acres on Rolling Forks. 


If Rebekah Crawford is the mother of Sarah, Mary and James, then where is she after 
1791? 


¢ Does Rebekah Crawford remarry? If so, where is the record? 

¢ What happens to Rebekah Crawford’s land? 

¢ Could William and Sarah Sellers have set up housekeeping on Rebekah Crawford’s 
property? If so, then why isn’t the land listed for either Rebekah Crawford or William 
Sellers? 

¢ Where is the 114 acres of land on Sugar Creek that James Crafford is listed with in 
1795? Is this Rebekah Crawford’s land? 

¢ Could Rebekah Crawford have died prior to 1800? If so, where is the probate record 
or at least a land record transferring the title of the land.

In our house, Super Bowl Sunday isn’t much different than many other Sunday. My 
husband and | will be watching the game, but each of us will likely be doing other stuff 
(like genealogy) while watching. 


| started writing for this topic yesterday, saying that the Kansas City Chiefs were my 
favorite team. However, | realized that even though they are my favorite team, | don’t 
have answers for most of these questions. So | decided to not write on this topic. 


Then | went to church today and got inspiration: teamwork and legacy. 


In our local church, the children’s sermon was about teamwork. Carla did a great job of 
demonstrating to the children how being part of a larger team can help one carry a 
burden. 


Prior to going to church this morning, | was watching the service at the United Methodist 
Church of the Resurrection online. They have been doing a sermon series, “Lessons 
from Football for the Game of Life.” I’ve really enjoyed this series as they’ve intertwined 
different aspects of football into how our faith is practiced. Today’s sermon is on the 
concept of ‘Victory’. [Today’s sermon isn’t archived yet.] 


Instead of talking about all of the fame and glory that society associates with Victory, the 
sermon focused on ways the influence of different players is impacting children living in 
poverty. Highlighted during the sermon were two different programs founded by members 
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of the Kansas City Chiefs. 


The first is the ‘3rd and Long Foundation’ founded by Derek Thomas, Neil Smith and Otis 


Taylor. The goal of this foundation is to help battle illiteracy among urban youth. 


The second is ‘Team Smile’ founded by Dr. Bill Busch and Dustin Colquitt. The purpose 


of this foundation is to provide free dental care to children living in poverty. 


One of the points of the sermon was that we can define victory by how much we give of 


ourselves.

and participate in their programs 
¢ Join a genealogical society where my ancestors lived — even though | can’t 
participate in their programs 
Leaving a legacy is easy for most genealogists! We leave our life’s work. 


¢ My life’s work may have errors, but I’m still going to share it.

Do you ever go back thru your research (think Thomas MacEntee’s Genealogy Do-Over) 
and find a potential family member living nearby whom you have never researched? 


Well, that happened to me when | was researching Rebekah Crawford in the tax records 
for Lincoln County. That’s where | found John Crawford. 


¢ 1787 Crofford John — 4 horses, 4 cattle 

¢ 1789 Crawford John — 5 horses 

¢ 1790 Crawford John — 4 horses 

¢ 1791 Crawford John — 4 horses 

¢ 1792 Crawford John — 5 horses, 17 cattle and 913 acres 


The tax entry for 1795 included the watercourse for the land. John Crawford land was on 
Hanging Fork. 


Since John Crawford wasn’t listed in the same tax book as Rebekah Crawford, | 
assumed that his land was further West. However, a Google search for Hanging Fork 
Kentucky proved me wrong. 


Hanging Fork Creek is straight West of Lancaster, Kentucky (county seat of Garrard 
County). Rebekah Crawford’s land is across the Dix River to the North and slightly East 
of Hanging Fork Creek. Mary Crawford’s land is to the Northeast of Lancaster. James 
and William Crawford had land transactions with the Kennedy’s. The Kennedy land is in 
the Southeast corner of Garrard County. 


John Crawford first appears in the indexes for Lincoln County, Kentucky deeds selling 
land. Thus, | needed to search the early Kentucky land records to find his purchase of 
land. 


Since | recently watched the Legacy Family Tree Webinar: Finding Kentucky Land: 
Grants, Deeds and the Missing Pieces by J. Mark Lowe, | had some idea of where to try 
and find a land record for John Crawford. 

To start my search, | went to the Kentucky Historical Society and used their Index for 
Virginia Surveys and Grants. Just above the book is the ability to enter a ‘Text Search’.

| put Crawford in the search box and hit Go. That brought changed the list of files on the 
right side to include the number of times CRAWFORD was found in that particular file. 


Scrolling thru the list of pages, | found a page with 6 records found. In playing around, | 
discovered that the page would move up and down. Thus, | could use my mouse to drag 
the page so | could see the bottom of the page. 


By looking at the Watercourse column, | could find the information for John Crawford on 
Hanging Fork Creek. | recorded the information for John Crawford’s 913 acres of land.

When | selected Patent # 7612 for John Crawford, the screen began to load the various 
images available for this patent. For John Crawford, | was able to find the Patent, Survey 
and entry in the grant book. 


Since | wanted to try and place John Crawford’s land on a current day map, | knew | 
would need surrounding deeds to help anchor his land to a map. Thus, | went back to the 
index and searched for Hanging. | found surveys for James Logan, Samuel Craig and 
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William Craig on Hanging Fork Creek. 

I’ve started the process of using Deed Mapper to plot out the various pieces of land. So 
far, | don’t have a deed referencing the Dix (Dick’s) River. Thus, | don’t know where these 
pieces of land lie on Hanging Fork Creek. In trying to figure out where this land might be 
in relation to the other Crawford families I’ve researched, | discovered that land on the 
West side of Hanging Fork Creek is in current Boyle County. 


Since John Crawford’s land straddled the creek, | will have to learn more about the 
records for Boyle County and add it to my list of counties to search in Kentucky. 


At this point, all | have is questions: 


¢ Is John Crawford related to James and William Crawford? 

Is the John Crawford who received a Virginia patent for land the Lt. John Crawford 

who served during the Revolutionary War from Montgomery County, Virginia? 

¢ Who are John Crawford’s descendants? 

¢ If John Crawford is a sibling of James and William Crawford, then who is Rebekah’s 
husband? 

¢ Where was Craig’s settlement that was mentioned in several of these patents?

What’s in your genealogy tool cabinet? Do you ever experiment with various software 
tools until you find one that fits your needs or thinking process? 


Well, | have experimented with various tools. One of those tools I’m experimenting with 
right now is Tony Proctor’s program to create what he calls a ‘Buddy File’. This is being 
discussed in Dear Myrtle’s Facebook group. My Buddy File post describes my learning 
process. 


At least one of the comments discussed whether the time involved in creating the text file 
was worth it. | have to admit that was my initial thought as Tony made his presentation 
last week. 


Since | want to use the ‘buddy file’ for transcriptions, it dawned on me this morning that | 
likely already have the information to put in a buddy file. | just need to copy/paste into 
Notepad and save the file. 


For example, | usually put a transcription of a record in the DETAILS section of the 
source in my RootsMagic software.

This capability will be EXTREMELY helpful with my FAN club research. The file | used for 
demonstration is for a land transaction between a John Crawford and a James Logan. | 
currently don’t know how or even if John Crawford is related to my Crawford line. At this 
time, | have no evidence that of a relationship with any Logan family members in 
Kentucky or Virginia. If | do find a Crawford-Logan connection, | now have the capability 
of searching my files to pull up those pertaining to a Logan. 

So, the moral of the story is —

The Power of Attorney found on page 42 of deed book R does list some heirs. 
Unfortunately, it doesn’t explain how they might be related to John Crawford. 


Unfortunately, the Family Search tree and a search of Ancestry member trees hasn’t 
been much help in figuring out who these people are. There is a Frederick Sponseller 
[MJSL-3MY] whose wife is given as Harriett Ann Ellis [MJSL-39J]. 


Further searching of the deed index for BASHFORD revealed two more Power of 
Attorney deeds in Lincoln County, Kentucky. [Book W page 366-367 — image 544].

Even though | don’t have much information on these individuals, I’ve tried to find them on 
the Family Search tree. | believe | found the McCoy and Sponseller families.

¢ Harriett Ann Ellis (1800-1886) [MJSL-39J] 

¢ FrederickSponseller (1795-1855) [MJSL-3MY] 
| found a Bashford family that may be a match. Unfortunately, it doesn’t include James, 
Joseph, or Sarah. However, the mother’s name is Margaret [LK5L-82D] 


At this point, | have no idea how these families might be related to John Crawford. Based 
on the families | found on Family Search, they may not even know they are related to 
each other. 


However, I’m hoping that through Family Search, | will find someone who knows the 
relationship. With that purpose in mind, | attached the deeds to the appropriate families. | 
also added a DISCUSSION in hopes of finding out the relation to John Crawford. 


I’m hoping that my sharing what I’ve found thru Family Search will help these families 
identify the family unit. I’m also hoping that a researcher of these families will be able to 
help me figure out who John Crawford is.

Have you ever tried to figure out who is who in a community when there are multiple 
people of the same name? 


Well, that’s where | am with the Garrard County tax records from 1797-1806. 


| have four Crawford families that potentially live in Garrard County during that time 
period. 


¢ James Crawford husband of Rebecca Anderson who purchased land from Thomas 
Kennedy. James’ sons were Isaac (?-?), William (1784-1864) and James (1790- 
1856) 
¢ William Crawford who claimed to have purchased land from J Kennedy. His sons 
would not have been old enough to be listed on the tax lists while William Crawford 
was living in Garrard County. 
¢ James Crawford who married Martha Knight in 1793 in Lincoln County, Kentucky. 
James is thought to be the son of Rebecca Crawford. Rebecca purchased land from 
George Douglas. 
¢ James Crawford who married Sally Duggins in 1799 in Garrard County, Kentucky. 
James is thought to be the son of Mary Crawford who married Alexander Moore. 
| did find four families but not the above four families. 
Now, my task is to figure out who | found. Two of the families were obvious because of 
the land references. 


¢ James Crawford on image 11 was shown with 146 acres of land on Paint Lick. The 
original grantor of the land was Thos Kennedy. Since | have a copy of a deed where 
this land was purchased and another deed for the sale of land that names Rebecca, 
| believe the James Crawford shown owning land on Paint Lick is the James 
Crawford whose wife was Rebecca. 


¢ William Crawford is shown on image 12 with 1808 acres on Paint Lick. The original 
grantor of this land was John Kennedy. In 1795, a court case was filed between the 
Kennedy’s and William Crawford over the land. | believe the William Crawford 
named in the court case is the William Crawford shown on the tax list in 1797. 


James and William Crawford are in the same taxing district as the Kennedys, including 
Thomas Kennedy, Bazeleel Maxwell and Alexander Moor. Thomas Kennedy is who 
James Crawford purchased land from. Bazeleel Maxwell’s wife was an Anderson. Both 
James Crawford and Bazeleel Maxwell are named in a deed from 1798 that identifies 
heirs of John Anderson. Alexander Moor is likely the Alexander Moore that married Mary 
Crawford in 1793. 


A second James Crawford appears on image 41 of the 1797 tax list. This James 
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Crawford is shown with 140 acres on Sugar Creek. The original grantor for this land was 
identified as Jacob Myres. Since George Douglas is found on image 43 with 200 acres of 
land with the same original grantor (Jacob Myres), | believe this James Crawford to be 
the son of Rebekah Crawford. 


Also found in this same set of tax records are James and William Sellers. James and 
William married Mary and Sarah Crawford, respectively. Rebekah Crawford gave 
permission for Mary and Sarah to marry. 


Since this second James Crawford isn’t always listed with land, | used the proximity to 
Douglas and Sellers family to identify this James Crawford. 


The fourth CRAWFORD family found was in 1806. William Crawford is listed on the same 
page as the James Crawford who purchased land from T Kennedy. James had a son 
William who was born in April 1784, making him old enough to appear the tax list in 1806. 
Another son, James, was born in 1790. Thus, he could be the male over 16 listed with 
James Crawford on image 425. 


Based on the above analysis, a James Crawford is missing. This is likely the James 
Crawford thought to be the son of Mary Crawford Moore and the James Crawford who 
married Sally Duggins in 1799. 


James Crawford, likely husband of Martha Knight, is not found on the tax roles after 
1801. [Or he disappears earlier and the James Crawford who married Sally Duggins is 
listed for a couple of years before disappearing off of the list.] 


In 1799, there is a John Crawford listed on the same page as James Crawford. At this 
time, | have no idea who this John Crawford is. 


After studying these tax records, there are some questions that need answered: 


¢ Where is the missing James Crawford? 

¢ What happened to the 140 acres of land on Sugar Creek that James Crawford is 
listed with? 

¢ Where is Isaac Crawford — suspected son of James and Rebecca (Anderson) 
Crawford who was married in 1808 in Garrard County, KY? 

¢ Who is the John Crawford listed on the 1799 tax list?

As | was transcribing the deed, | began to wonder if this was a deed for the widow 
Rebecca Crawford. Based on marriage records, it has been theorized that this Rebecca 
Crawford was the mother of the James Crawford that married Martha Knight. James and 
Martha did own land in Barren County, Kentucky. 


When | plotted the deed on Deed Mapper and compared it to the plot of land Rebecca 
Crawford purchased from George Douglas, | could lay one deed on top of the other.

Even though the deeds looked like they were for the same piece of land, there was one 
major discrepancy — or at least | thought there was. The Crawford to Aldridge deed 
referenced the Myers pre-emption. | was under the impression that the land Rebecca 
Crawford purchased from George Doulgass was part of the Douglass survey. 


So, | started searching the Lincoln County, KY grantor index for the sale of land by Jacob 
Myers. That’s when | found that Jacob Myers sold land to George Douglass! The 
description of the land placed it on Sugar Creek and Boons Mill Creek matching the 
description of the land sold by George Douglass to Rebecca Crawford. 


In Deed Mapper, Rebecca Crawford’s deed can be laid over the George Douglas 
purchase. 


Thus, | think the Garrard County Kentucky deed showing the sale of land by Rebecca 
and James Crawford to James Aldridge is for the same piece of land purchased by 
Rebecca Crawford from George Douglass. | believe this Rebecca Crawford is the widow 
shown in the tax records for Lincoln County, KY.

13 years when Noah passed away. Sarah married J. D. Davis but later divorced him. 

« James Marshall Ricketts and Rachel Christy were married Jul 1866. They were 
married 54 years before James passed away in 1920. Rachel passed away 7 years 
later. 

* George Mentzer and Emeline Minnick were married in 1867. They were married 45 
years when George passed away in 1912. Emeline never remarried. 

¢ Thurston Kennedy Wells and Salme Adell Crandall were married in May 1861. They 
were married 35 years when they both passed away. This was Thurston’s second 
marriage after the death of his first wife, Sarah Hall. 

3rd Great Grandparents 


¢ Nelson G. Crawford and Martha Smith were married in 1833. They were almost 
married 32 years when Nelson passed away. Martha never remarried. 

¢ Zebulon Foster and Caroline Ostrander were married in 1833. There were married 
38 years when Caroline passed away. Zebulon then married Juliet Fleming. 

¢ Horatio Hammond and Louisa Fisk were married in 1825. They were married 49 
years when Louisa passed away in 1874. Horatio died in 1879. 

¢ James Barr Ralston and Nancy Jane McCormick were married in 1836. They were 
married 68 years when James passed away in 1904. Nancy died three years later. 

¢ Hiram M. Currey married Rachel Harris in 1824. Death dates are unknown since 
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records cannot be found for 1850 or later. 

¢ Henry F Burke married Elizabeth Bland in 1835. They were married 10 years when 
Henry passed away. Angelina may have remarried but documentation has not been 
found. 

¢ William G Harding and Elizabeth Fowler were married in 1830. They were married 
16 years when Elizabeth passed away. William then married Eliza Henderson. 

¢ Alexander Briles married Sarah Rush in 1836. They were married 36 years when 
Sarah passed away. Alexander then married Elizabeth Ellsworth. 

¢ William Taylor Thompson and Polly Ann Evans were married in 1842. They were 
married 46 years when Polly passed away in 1896. William died in 1898. 

¢ John Lewis Ricketts and Orilda Reed were married in 1846. They were married 42 
years when John passed away in 1888. Orilda died in 1900. 

¢ Samuel Christy and Lyda Gallimore were married in 1842. They were married 22 
years when Lyda passed away. Samuel then married Mariah Burk and Mary Susan 
Amos. 

¢ Phillip Andrew Mentzer and Orinda Miles were married in 1816. They were married 
29 years when Phillip passed away. 

¢ John Minnick and Elizabeth Mary Jones were married before 1850. They would have 
been married at least 16 years when Elizabeth passed away. John then married 
Phebe Tripp in 1870. 

* Ozias Wells and Mary Keneedy were married in 1818. They were married 14 years 
when Ozias passed away. 

¢ A marriage date for Lewis Crandall and Almira Nafus is unknown at this time. Almira 
passed away prior to 1846 when Lewis Crandall married Anna Tuttle. 

Counting my parents, | have SIX sets of ancestors married for 50 years. The longest 
marriage in my tree was for James Barr Ralston and Nancy Jane McCormick.

Have you ever written a proof argument for your genealogical research? 


| know the Genealogical Proof Standard incorporates writing a proof argument - a 
soundly based conclusion that others can follow. 


| try to do exhaustive research, citing the sources behind the facts attached to individuals 
in my tree. However, I’ve never written a detailed proof argument. 


I’m in the middle of a lot of ‘same name’ research in Kentucky around 1800. To help me 
think through the evaluation of the records, I’ve been writing blog posts about this 
research. 


One of the goals of this research is to identify parents or siblings of my ancestor, James 
Crawford (1772-1854) who married Sally Duggins in Garrard County, Kentucky in 1799. 


Unfortunately, there is another James Crawford (1770-1833) who lived next to my 
ancestor in Preble County, Ohio. This James Crawford married Martha Knight in Lincoln 
County, Kentucky in 1793. 


Living in the area at the time were several candidates for the parents of these two men. 


« James Crawford (1758-1836) and his wife Rebecca Anderson lived in Garrard 
County, KY along the Paint Lick Creek before moving to Indiana. 

¢ William Crawford (1748-1809) also lived along Paint Lick Creek before moving to 
Ste. Genevieve, Louisiana Territory. 

¢ Mary Crawford (abt 1755 — ?) was listed as a widow on the Madison County, 
Kentucky tax list in 1792. She married Alexander Moore in 1793. 

¢ Rebekah Crawford (1750- ?) was listed as a widow on the Lincoln County, Kentucky 
tax list in 1787. 

¢ John Crawford (?-?) was listed in Lincoln County on the 1787 tax list for Lincoln 
County, Kentucky. 
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Other researchers have identified the children of James and William. Both families 
include a son named James. Both of these James Crawfords were too young to be either 
of the James Crawfords of Preble County. None of the records for these sons place them 
in the area of Preble County, Ohio. Thus, | have eliminated James and William as 
potential fathers. 


When | started tracing records for John Crawford, | thought he might be a potential 
parent. However, I’ve uncovered several power of attorney deeds that suggest that John 
Crawford’s land passed to heirs other than children. | need to do more research on these 
other families, but | don’t believe John Crawford is a father to either of the James 
Crawfords of Preble County. 


Assuming a parent was in the Lincoln, Garrard, Madison counties area at the time of their 
marriage, that leaves Rebekah and Mary Crawford as potential mothers. 


For some time, the theory has been that Rebekah is the mother of the James Crawford 
who married Martha Knight. The evidence to support this theory revolves around 
marriage bonds. 


¢ a Rebekah Crawford gives permission for Mary and Sarah Crawford to be married in 
Lincoln County, Kentucky 
¢ Rebekah Crawford purchased land from George Douglas 
« James Crawford and Martha Knight were married in Lincoln County, Kentucky 
¢ A Nathan Douglass signed the bond for the marriage of James Crawford and Martha 
Knight 
After reviewing some land records for Rebekah Crawford, | believe she sold her land to 
James Aldridge. Also listed on the deed as a grantor was James Crawford. | believe this 
deed supports the theory that Rebekah Crawford is the mother of a James Crawford. 
This deed indicates that Rebecca Crawford and James Crawford are of Barren County, 
Kentucky. In 1821, James and Martha Crawford of Preble County, Ohio sold land lying in 
Barren County, Kentucky. 


Thus, | believe the James Crawford who married Martha Knight is the son of the widow 
Rebecca Crawford. | will continue looking for records to support OR disprove this theory. 
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Where Are the Sparrows? 
Tuesday, February 12, 2019 


Does your genealogy desk sit in front of a window? Do you find yourself looking out that 
window watching the birds and squirrels? 


If so, then welcome to the ‘genealogy bird watching club’. 


My computer sits in front of a window that overlooks two of our large trees. | have feeders 
in those trees and at various other places in the yard. We also have a water heater in our 
bird bath to provide fresh water for the birds (and other wildlife). 


Over the years, I’ve participated in Project Feeder Watch to count the birds at my 
feeders. Below is a picture of my bird counting ‘journal’ from 2006. 


For the most part, our feeders attracted the same types of birds year after year — until 
this year. 


When | started paying attention to the types of birds after Christmas, | noticed that we 
didn’t have any sparrows visiting our feeders. Also missing are the collared doves. 


Consistent visitors to our yard this winter have been the golden finches, juncos, blue jays, 
nuthatches and several varieties of woodpeckers. I’ve also seen the hawk who has been 
an annual visitor to our yard during the winter. 


So, what has changed? 


* our bird bath moved about 20 feet to the north and now sits under our Red Bud tree 
instead of under a Locust tree which was cut down 
* our platform feeder isn’t in use this year. 
| sincerely doubt that those two changes in our yard are keeping the sparrows away. 


Our weather this past month has been cold, snowy and icy — which in the past meant 
lots of birds at our feeders. 
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Seeing this change in the wildlife out my office window makes me wonder what changes 
my pioneer ancestors faced. Did they encounter seasons when the game was scarce? 
Would that have caused them to move elsewhere? Are there any journals, diaries or 
other records talking about a lack of game? 


Hopefully, this month has just been an anomaly and that the sparrows will return. 
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Where Is Sellers’ Land?

Have you ever tried to document a piece of information and get frustrated because 


everywhere you look turns up nothing? 


Well, that’s how | feel right now regarding land owned by various members of the 
SELLERS family in early Kentucky. 


My clue that they owned land comes from various tax lists. The Sellers family appears on 
the Lincoln County, Kentucky tax list in 1792 on images 234 and 235.

What’s your ‘go-to’ record type to try and identify people? For me, that resource is land 
records. 


I’ve recently been using land records to figure out the various Crawford families in the 
Garrard County, Kentucky area prior to 1820. One of those families is the widow, Mary 
Crawford who appears on the tax records for Madison County, Kentucky as early as 
1787. 


In 1793, a Mary Crawford married an Alexander Moore in Garrard County, Kentucky. | 
was able to use land records to show that the Mary Crawford who married Alexander 
Moore is the same Mary Crawford who purchased land from Richard Cave. 


Now, I’m trying to track Alexander Moore in hopes of learning more about Mary Crawford. 
There are two deeds for the sale of land in 1811 that indicate that Alexander Moore was 
from Fleming County, Kentucky.

Do you ever check other people’s trees to see what they have on someone you are 
researching? | know | do. | check them for hints. | also check them to see if my work 
supports their conclusions. 


I’m in the position of needing hints from others in my research of Mary Crawford, wife of 
Alexander Moore. 


1811 Garrard County Kentucky Land records indicate that Alexander Moore moved from 
the Garrard County area of Kentucky to Fleming County. (Garrard County, Kentucky, 
Deed Book E, page 306). Since Mary doesn’t sign the deed and isn’t mentioned in the 
body of the deed, there isn’t evidence that Mary was in Fleming County, Kentucky 


In Fleming County, Kentucky, | have found Alexander Moore on tax lists showing he 
owned land on Triplett Creek in 1811. In 1821, Alexr Moore is shown also owning land in 
Greenup County. 


Census records place an Alexander Moor in Fleming County, KY from 1810 thru 1850. In 
1810, the family consists of 1 male 26-44, 2 females under 10 and 1 female over 45. If 
this is the same Alexader Moore from Garrard County, KY, then the female over 45 might 
be Mary Crawford. 


In 1820, the family dynamic changes for Alexander Moore. Instead of two female 
children, there is a male between 10 and 15 and a female under 10. The household 
contains a male 45 and over and a female 45 and over. 


By 1830, it appears that the adult female shown in the 1820 census may have died. The 
family now includes a male under 5, a female under 5, a female 20 thru 29 and a male 60 
thru 69. 


The family continued to grow. The 1840 census indicates the family consisted of a male 5 
thru 9, a male 10 thru 14, a male 70 thru 79, 3 females under 5, 1 female 5 thru 9, 2 
females 10 thru 14 and a female 30 thru 39. 


Alexander Moore is still living when the 1850 census was taken. He is shown as an 82 
year old male on the 1850 census. Included in the household is Elender, age 40; James, 
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age 17; Elender, age 14; Miram, age 11, Mecthe, age 8 and Dorothy, age 4. 


A search of Ancestry for a marriage of Alexander Moore in Fleming County, Kentucky 
shows an 1826 marriage to Eleanor Wood. This marriage fits the information from the 
census: 


* marriage date is between 1820 when the adult female was over 45 and 1830 when 
the adult female was 20 thru 29 
¢ the name Elender on the 1850 census could be Eleanor 
My research of land records, tax lists and the census, leave me with questions: 


¢ Was Mary Crawford deceased in 1811 since her name isn’t on any of the deeds for 
the sale of land? 
* Is the Alexander Moore shown in the tax lists and census records of Fleming County, 
KY the same Alexander Moore who sold land in Garrard County, KY? 
* Is the female over 45 in the 1810 and 1820 census for Alexander Moore in Fleming 
County, KY Mary Crawford? 
¢ If Mary Crawford is the female in Alexander Moore’s household, did she die in 
Fleming County, KY between 1820 and 1826? 
Thus, I’m turning to other trees to see what | can learn about Alexander Moore and Mary 
Crawford. Unfortunately, there are several different trees that could tie into this research. 


* On Family Search: Alexander Moore (1757-1827) [947N-XFM] and Mary 
Crawford (1778-1829) [KZ6M-SR5] This couple in Family Search has the 
Madison County, KY marriage record from 1793 attached as a source. 
This Alexander Moore is said to have died in Marengo County, Alabama. So far, | 
haven't found any record tying Alexander Moore of Madison/Garrard Counties, 
Kentucky to an Alexander Moore in Alabama. Instead, the land records suggest 
the couple moved to Fleming County, KY 
This Mary Moore is too young to have appeared on the tax lists in 1787 in 
Madison County, KY 
On Ancestry: Alexander Moore (1778-1852) and Eleanor Wood (1807-1856). In 
these trees, Alexander Moore dies in Owen County, Kentucky. An 1850 census 
record for Owen County, Kentucky is also cited. At this time, | have no records 
tying the Alexander Moore of Fleming County to an Alexander Moore in Owen 
County, KY 
The 1850 census record does not include Eleanor even though the tree has her 
living past 1850. 
On Family Search: Alexander Moore (1768-deceased) [KZQY-YSR] and Eleanor 
Wood (1805-deceased) [KNSB-XFZ] and a similar tree on Ancestry Ancestry tree 
includes the 1810 and 1820 census records as sources for Alexander Moore 

¢ Neither tree shows a second wife for Alexander Moore 
Since none of the above trees ‘match’ the data I’ve collected on Alexander Moore prior to 
1825, I’m not sure they will be of much help. However, | am going to contact the tree 
owners to see if they might have any clues to prove/disprove a relationship to Mary 
Crawford.

In your genealogy research, have you read the historical accounts? 


Even though the experts recommend ‘knowing’ the history of a location, | have only 
skimmed county histories looking for my family name. I’ve never seriously read the 
history — until last night. 


Last night, | read the book, The Travelling Church: An Account of the Baptist Exodus from 
Virginia to Kentucky in 1781 under the Leadership of Rev.Lewis Craig and Capt. William 
Ellis on Internet Archive. This book is about an ENTIRE church community packing up 
and leaving Spottsylvania County, Virginia for Logan’s Fort in Kentucky. 


“THE TRAVELLING CHURCH” 


| didn’t find mention of the Crawford family in this book. | have clues suggesting my 
Crawford line came from Montgomery or Augusta Counties, Virginia — not Spottsylvania 
County. | have clues suggesting the Crawfords were Presbyterian — not Baptist. 


Even though | did not find my family in this book, | learned a great deal by reading it. 


¢ Prior to the revolution, only ministers of the Episcopal (state church) were free to 
preach in Virginia. Pastors of other denominations, like Baptists and Presbyterians, 
were required to obtain a license. The group of Baptists that migrated to Kentucky 
were “Seperate Baptists”. They refused to obtain the license and some of them were 
jailed for preaching without a license. 
¢ Although they started out with wagons, they gave up those wagons at Fort Chiswell. 
The rest of the journey over the mountains was made on foot. Their supplies and 
young children were carried by pack horses or on the shoulders of the Negro slaves 
in the group. 
¢ Even though they planned to be in Kentucky before winter set in, they were delayed 
due to Indian activities along the trail. Thus, this ‘travelling church’ left Abingdon in 
November to follow the Wilderness Road across the Cumberland Gap into Kentucky 
* Salt was a precious commodity 
¢ They established Craig’s Station. Craig’s station is South of where Mary Crawford 
purchased land and West of the Kennedy land where James Crawford settled. 
I’ve learned that the experts are correct. | need to read the histories. Thus, I’m searching 
for more digital copies about the history of early Kentucky. I’m also hoping our snowy 
weather will come to an end so | can plan a trip to the Midwest Genealogy Center where | 
can read to my hearts content.

Have you used city directories to help locate a person between census years? Although 
I’m not finding as much detail in tax lists, | am finding that they help track migration in the 
early 1800s. 


I’ve been doing FAN club research in early Kentucky. So far, I’ve been concentrating on 
the area that became Garrard County. Because of changing county boundaries, I’ve 
searched tax lists for Madison, Garrard and Lincoln counties.

The William and Isaac Crawford in the 1809 tax list could be the sons of the James

Isaac Crawford at that time. 


Since | believe most of these families move away from Garrard County, this tax 
information helps me know approximately when they made the move. For example, I’ve 
already found records for Alexander Moore in Fleming County, KY by 1810. With this tax 
information, | now know that | should look for records for Alexander Moore in Fleming 
County starting in 1808. 

Thus, my next steps should include:

Thus, I’m a little sensitive when computer algorithms merge them together. 
| first encountered this with Ancestry’s One World Tree when my James Crawford 
research was merged into one profile. 


Recently, Randy Seaver has been writing about Ancestry issues. His recent post, A 
Reader’s Take on Ancestry Problems, Part IV: The Ancestry Big Tree discusses what he 
has learned about Ancestry’s Big Tree. Randy also discussed the Ancestry Big Tree on 
today’s session of Monday’s with Myrt. 

| evidently browsed thru Randy’s post since | didn’t pick up on the Google search aspect. 
However, when Randy demonstrated a Google search on Monday’s with Myrt, | started 
wondering how the Big Tree would handle my same name issues. 


Thus, | started searching. 
My first search was for my ancestor, James Crawford. James was born about 1772 in 


Virginia and died in 1854 in Preble County, Ohio. | was pleased when | found his profile — 
without any of the other James Crawfords mixed in. 


| then tried to find James’ neighbor, James Crawford. This James Crawford was born 
about 1770 in Virginia and died in 1833 in Warren County, Indiana. This James (1770- 
1833) was married to Martha Knight. My search for ‘James Crawford 1770-1833 
ancestry’ did not pull up the Ancestry page on the first 3 pages of results. A search for 
‘Martha Knight 1773-1842 ancestry’ did pull up the family. Again, | was pleased that the 
family wasn’t merged with another James Crawford. However, | am puzzled as to why the 
James Crawford search was not successful.

Having success, | then tried to locate James Crawford (1758-1836). This James 
Crawford died in Jefferson County, Indiana. He married Rebecca Anderson Maxwell. 
DAR applications have confused records for this James Crawford with James Crawford 
(1757-1836) of Fleming County, Kentucky. 


The Fleming County James was married to Sarah Vansant. Thus, | expected a search for 
James Crawford 1758-1836 to possibly pull up both James Crawfords. However, | was 
surprised when the Indiana James Crawford was merged with Rev. James Crawford of 
Lexington, KY. 


When | did a search for ‘James Crawford 1757-1836 Ancestry’, | did not find a link to 
Ancestry’s Big Tree of the first few pages of results. | then tried searching for his wife, 
Sarah Vansant. | tried various spellings of her surname: Vansant, Vansandt, Van Sant, 
Vanzandt. None of my searches for her resulted in a link to the Ancestry Big Tree. 


From my test of Google searches for members of the Ancestry Big Tree, | am concluding 


¢ There are still issues with individuals of the same name being merged together. 
¢ That searching for a spouse or child might be required to locate someone in the 
Ancestry Big Tree. 
¢ Not everyone is included in the Ancestry Big Tree. 
¢ My Ancestor has not been merged with his neighbor and is included in the Ancestry 
Big Tree! 
| then looked at my Heartland Genealogy tree in Ancestry for each of these families. | 
discovered that | have Ancestry sources for my ancestor, but only have ‘other sources’ 
for the other James Crawford families.

Do you have same name issues in your genealogy research? Or, do you have ‘mystery 
men’ of the same surname in the same location as your ancestor? 


That’s what happened when | looked at the Lincoln County, Kentucky tax lists for 1787- 
1805. 


| had found Lincoln County KY marriage bonds where Rebekah Crawford gave 
permission for Mary Crawford to marry James Sellers and Sarah Crawford to marry 
William David Sellers. Another marriage bond secured by Nathan Douglas and James 
Crawford for the marriage of James Crawford and Martha Knight was found in Lincoln 
County, KY records. 


Thus, | was expecting to find the following: 


* Sellers family 
¢ Rebekah Crawford 
¢ George Douglass — who sold land to Rebekah Crawford and may be her brother 
¢ Nathan Douglass — who signed the bond for James Crawford 
¢ James Crawford — who is believed to have turned 21 in 1792

¢ Alexander Crofford 

¢ William Crafort on Richland Creek 

e James Crawford on Rolling Forks

I’ve been able to locate land records for John Crofford. By following the land records, it 
appears that John Crofford may not have had any offspring. The land records contain 
powers of attorney for Ellis family members — which might help me locate information on 
Richard, James and Isaac Ellis. 


These unexpected finds will require additional research but may provide clues to my 
Crawford lineage.

Have you ever ‘lost’ an ancestor for a period of time? That’s my situation with my 
ancestor, James Crawford. 


James and Sally Duggins are married in Garrard County, Kentucky in 1799. In 1813, 
there is a land record where James Crawford has made full payment for the NW 1/4 of 
Section 14, Township 7, Range 2. Thus, I’m trying to figure out where James and Sally 
were living shortly after their marriage. The county history suggests that James was living 
in Preble county by 1810. Unfortunately, there are TWO James Crawfords living near 
each other. This makes it difficult to determine which James Crawford is being 
referenced. 


Since Kentucky tax lists have been helping me figure out who was living where in Lincoln, 
Garrard and Madison counties. Unfortunately, the Preble County, Ohio tax lists do not 
begin until 1816. 


However, these tax lists contain two clues that | overlooked the first time | used them. 


« James Crawford owning the NORTHWEST quarter of Section 14, Township 7, 
Range 2 appeared on the tax lists at a later time than the James Crawford owning 
the SOUTHWEST quarter of the same section 
¢ The James Crawford owning the NORTHWEST quarter was referred to as James 
Crawford Junior 
When | first used these tax lists, | likely hadn’t figured out who owned which piece of 
ground. That knowledge is essential to understanding these tax lists. 


¢ James Crawford and Sally Duggins purchased the NW 1/2 of Section 14, Township 
7, Range 2 as tenants in common with William Sellers in 1813. 
e James Crawford and Martha Knight purchased the SW 1/4 Section 14, Township 7, 
Range 2 in 1811 
These tax lists reinforced what | and other researchers have assumed: 
My James Crawford ancestor was the one referred to as Junior 
Unfortunately, | still don’t know where James and Sally were living between 1799 and

Have you ever questioned whether an ancestor lived in a certain place because the 
migration path was illogical? 


Well, that is the case with our Crawford research. James Crawford and Martha Knight 
were married in Lincoln County, KY in 1793. James Crawford and Sally Duggins were 
married in Garrard County, KY in 1799. Both families migrated to Preble County, Ohio. 


So when clues pointed to at least one of them being in Barren County, KY (South of 
Lincoln and Garrard), those clues were questioned because it seemed illogical for these 
couples to migrate South before migrating North to Ohio. 


That gut feeling was proven incorrect when a Barren County deed was discovered. This 
1821 deed was for the sale of land by a James Crawford of Preble County, Ohio. 
Records place both James Crawfords in Preble County, Ohio at the time. So far, no 
record has been found for a third James Crawford in Preble County, Ohio in 1821. 


Since the deed identifies the wife of James Crawford as Martha, this deed places James 
and Martha owning land in Barren County, KY. Another set of deeds for the sale of land 
in Garrard County, KY by Rebecca Crawford and James Crawford, both of Barren 
County, provide additional evidence that James Crawford was in Barren County, KY (See 
Rebekah’s Land)

Have you ever re-looked at some tax records and discovered that you can now figure out 
who these people might be when before they were just a list of names found in that 
county? 


Well, that has been my experience as I’m going back thru some of my Crawford Kentucky 
research in hopes that it leads me back another generation. 


I’ve recently re-looked at Madison, Lincoln and Garrard county tax lists and combined 
with land records, | have a much better understanding of who the various Crawfords 
listed in these tax roles are. Since | have deeds indicating James Crawford (husband of 
Martha Knight) lived in Barren County, Kentucky, | decided to re-look at those tax 
records. 


| first searched the Barren County KY tax lists some time ago. Based on the “V20-0014” 
notation on my notes, I’m guessing | used the American Genealogical Lending Library to 
research these records at home. 


Unfortunately, at the time, | didn’t know enough about the family for this information to 
help me. 


Since that time, I’ve discovered a couple of land records that place James Crawford in 
Barren County, KY. The first one | found was for the sale of 200 acres of land on the 
Marrowbone in 1821. The second deed was for the sale of Rebecca (Rebekah) 
Crawford's land in Garrard County, KY in 1804. 


These deeds and my additional knowledge about the families and neighbors has made 
easier for me to figure out the Barren County, KY tax records. 


* David Crawford who is listed in 1799 and later is an unknown (image 10) 

e James Crawford who is found on image 31 with 200 acres on the Marrowbone 

¢ The Dooley and Douglass families are found in these early tax lists. 

¢ By 1800, James Crawford owned an additional 50 acres on the Marrowbone and 200 
acres in Cumberland County (image 67) 

¢ By 1802 William Sellers is listed with 100 acres of land in Barren County (image 141) 

¢ By 1802, there is a second James Crawford (image 119) 

¢ By 1805 James Crawford Jr is listed with 50 acres of land on the Marrowbone 
(image 275) 

* By 1806, William Sellers is no longer listed as owning land on the Marrowbone. 
There is a James Crawford owning 50 acres of land on the Marrowbone (image 335)

Preble County earlier

Do you try and find every record you could on an ancestor? | used to think that | did. 


However, | have to admit that | haven’t always researched all available records for a 
community. | often stop with the indexed records and often avoid those non-indexed 
records. 


It turns out | likely need to be using those records. A local historian from the Garrard 
County, Kentucky area contacted me last week. She had seen my blog post about not 
finding land records for the SELLERS families in the area. She provided lots of hints. One 
was arumor that the Sellers acquired their land in Garrard County by trading a horse for 
it. She said that if the rumor was true, | might not find a deed. Another hint was to dig thru 
the court records — especially since there were a lot of legal battles over Kentucky land. 


So, I’ve started my journey into court records. 
I’ve started with the Madison County, Kentucky Court of Quarter Sessions. These court 
documents have been filmed and are available on the Family Search site — and there is 


even an index to them!

If the William Crawford in this court document is the same William Crawford shown on tax 
lists with land along the Paint Lick Creek, then it is possible that the John Crawford in this 
court document is his brother. This would mean that Rebekah Crawford’s husband was 
not John Crawford, brother of William and James. 


There are a lot of ‘IFs’ here and more documentation is needed, but at this time, | believe 


that John Crawford of Hanging Fork in Lincoln County may be the brother of James and 
William Crawford.

Did you hear all about it yesterday? Both Ancestry and My Heritage announced new DNA 
tools. That combined with Diahan Southard’s ‘Connecting Your DNA Matches’ 
presentation that was live streamed by RootsTech made for a BIG day in my DNA world. 


In Diahan’s session, she discussed using Blaine Bettinger’s Shared Centimorgan Project 
to help verify relationships suggested by DNA. Even though | was aware of and had 
contributed to Blaine’s project, | had never used the results to analyze my cousin 
matches. During her presentation, Diahan talked about using a spreadsheet to keep track 
of this data. 


Thus, | tried to create my own spreadsheet based on Diahan’s presentation. So far, | 
haven't found any ‘surprises’ in the amount of shared DNA. However, | am finding an 
advantage to this type of spreadsheet for DNA matches.

Well, I’m chasing those Crawfords thru another set of Kentucky tax lists. This time, I’m 
looking in Pulaski County, Kentucky. Another Crawford researcher told me that the 
William Crawford found in the Madison County, Kentucky tax lists moved to Pulaski 
County prior to moving to Missouri. 


On the off chance that | would find some of the other Crawford families in Pulaski County, 
| read the 1799-1822 tax lists. In addition to William Crawford, | found an Alexander 
Crawford who may be the same Alexander Crawford on the 1792 Madison County, 
Kentucky tax list. 


The information | found regarding William Crawford shows that he paid taxes in Pulaski 
county for 1799-1802. William also owned 400 acres of land in Pulaski County. Since 
William does not appear on the Garrard County, KY tax lists after 1797, the Pulaski 
County information fills in the gaps between Garrard County and his arrival in Ste. 
Genevieve. However, | need to locate additional records to confirm this is the same 
William. 


Alexander Crawford appears on the 1799 tax list with 200 acres of land on Buck Creek. 
Alexander is shown on the tax list with this 200 acres thru 1809. However, the Alexander 
Crawford listed in 1810 is not shown as owning any land. This Alexander Crawford 
without land continues to appear on the lists thru 1822. 


There are potential sons for Alexander Crawford who do appear on the tax lists. James 
Crofford makes an appearance in 1805 as a male over 16. However, James Crofford is 
not listed on the same page as Alexander Crawford. This is the only listing for James 
Crofford.

Adams Crawford appears on the tax list in 1811 as a male over 21. Alexander Crawford 
is listed on the same page, but there are two names between Alexander and Adams 
Crawford. 
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In 1814, Adams Crawford is listed along with a Joseph Crawford on the next page. 
Alexander Crawford was not found for this tax year. 


In 1815, there are four Crawford listings: Adams, Joseph, Alexander and John. Adams 
and Alexander Crawford continue to be listed on the tax lists thru 1822. 


In 1819, there is another clue about this potential family: Nancy Crawford. Nancy 
Crawford only appears on the 1819 list. Joseph no longer appears. Could Nancy be his 
widow? 


There isn’t enough information to conclude anything about Alexander. However, there are 
hints pointing to land records. These tax lists also suggest potential sons for Alexander.

¢ Garrard County KY histories refer to a Rev. James Crawford. There was a Rev.

¢ DAR applications by descendants of James Crawford and Rebecca Anderson 
appear to have records mixed up with a James Crawford (1757-1836) who resided in 
Fleming County, KY.

Have you ever suspected that there were two men of the same name in a community but 
lacked the proof? Once | discovered John Crawford owning land on the Hanging Fork of 
Dix River, I’ve wondered about the possibility of two John Crawfords. 


Thanks to the help of other researchers, I’ve placed two brothers, James and William 
living along Paint Lick Creek. We’ve suspected that their brother’s (John) widow was 
Rebecca Crawford who purchased land from George Douglass. 


The deeds found for the John Crawford land on Hanging Fork do not support his being 
the father of the Sarah and Mary Crawford who married William and James Sellers in 
Lincoln County, Kentucky. Thus, it is unlikely that he is the husband of Rebecca 
Crawford. 


As | was reading the Lincoln County Court Order book for 1783, | came across 
verification of TWO John Crawfords living in the area at that time. These records also 
show that William and James Crawford were also living in that vicinity at that time. 
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In the November Court of 1783, William Crawford was a defendant in a case brought by 
Jonathan Taylor. This petition was dismissed. 


During that same court (November 1783) a jury was seated for the case of Ebenezer 
Miller, Executor of Cough Overton deceased against Arthur Owings. That jury included 
James Crawford, John Crawford and John Crawford. Yes — TWO — John Crawfords are 
listed on the jury. 


Just in case | thought the clerk mistakenly wrote the name down twice, another case, 
William Overall against James Wray, also has James Crawford, John Crawford and John 
Crawford on the jury. 


So, my theory is that the William Crawford named as a defendant and the James 
Crawford on the juries are the brothers living along Paint Lick. | believe one of the John 
Crawfords is the John Crawford owning land on Hanging Fork. | believe the other John 
Crawford is the brother to James and William and husband of Rebecca Crawford (or 
Mary Crawford). 


If my theory about the second John Crawford is correct, then | should find mention of his 
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death in these court proceedings or in the proceedings for Madison or Garrard counties.

Have you ever found people of the same surname in a census record and later wondered 
whether they were an unknown sibling? If so, then you understand when | wonder 
whether Alexander Crawford could be a sibling to the other Crawfords who married in 
Lincoln County, Kentucky prior to 1800? 


Alexander Crofford is listed on the 1789 tax list for Lincoln County, Kentucky. Even 
though | have been researching other Crawford families in this area, | had ignored 
Alexander Crofford because other researchers have identified Alexander Crawford as a 
descendant of Alexander Crawford and Mary McPheeters. 


However, when | found Alexander Crawford on the Pulaski County, Kentucky tax lists 
along with William Crawford, | began to research Alexander Crawford.

The will of Thomas Adams identified the wife of Alexander Crawford as Margaret 
McElwee, niece of Thomas Adams. Since Alexander Crawford married Margaret 
McElwee in Lincoln County, Kentucky in 1788, | believe the Alexander Crawford of 
Pulaski County, Kentucky is the same Alexander Crawford found in the Pulaski County 
records.

| would like to argue that Alexander Crawford is related to one or more of the Crawford 
families in early Lincoln and Madison Counties. 


First, most of the connected families identified on the Find a Grave site are found in 
Lincoln County. William McElwee appears on court records for 1783. Several Logan 
family members are on the 1787 tax list for Lincoln County, Kentucky. 


Also located in Lincoln County, Kentucky are several Crawford family members: James 
Crawford, John Crawford, John Crawford, William Crawford, Rebekah Crawford and 
Mary Crawford. 
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William Crawford and James Crawford lived along the Paint Lick Creek. Tax records 
indicate that both owned land surveyed by the Kennedys. This William Crawford is the 
same William Crawford found on the Pulaski County Kentucky tax records along with 
Alexander Crawford. 


Besides Alexander Crawford, three other Crawfords were married in Lincoln County, 
Kentucky. Mary Crawford marriage James Sellers in 1791. James Crawford married 
Martha Knight in 1793. Sarah Crawford married William Sellers in 1795. Rebekah 
Crawford gave permission for the marriage of Mary and Sarah. It is believed that 
Rebekah Crawford’s maiden name was Douglas. Nathan Douglas and James Crawford 
provided the bond for the marriage of James and Martha. Thus, Mary, James and Sarah 
are believed to be children of Rebekah and thus siblings.

Have you ever seen a name in a deed or court document and thought to yourself, ‘Hey, 
I’ve seen that name before?’ Well that was my situation when | was looking at tax records 
for Barren County, Kentucky. 


Since | found James Crawford with 200 acres of land on the Marrowbone listed on the 
1800 tax list for Barren County, KY, | started looking for other people owning land on the 
Marrowbone. That’s when | found Moses Dooly Junr also owning 200 acres of land on 
the Marrowbone. 


Not only was Moses Dooly Junr in Barren County, but so was his father and brothers. 


| remembered the Dooly name from my Garrard County map of the original land owners. 
Moses Dooly had a land grant (#912) for land in the line fork of Sugar Creek. 


This land is near the Mary Crawford land purchased from Richard Cave. Mary’s land 
would be to the East of Moses Dooley’s land. Just to the Southwest of Moses Dooley’s 


land is the land grant for Jacob Myers. Some of this land was sold to George Douglas. 


George Douglas then sold a portion to Rebekah Crawford. 


So when | saw Moses Dooly Junr as a potential neighbor to James Crawford, | started 
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paying attention to the Dooly family. Since James and Martha Crawford sold 200 hundred 
acres of land on the Marrowbone (see Barren County Connection), | believe the James 
Crawford in the tax record is the James Crawford married to Martha Knight. However, | 
haven't found the deed for James’ purchase of the land. Thus, | can’t say for certain 
which James Crawford is listed in the tax record. 


As | was researching the two James Crawfords in Preble County, Ohio, | discovered the 
Dooly family on the tax records in Preble County, Ohio. The 1816 Preble County, Ohio 
tax list shows Moses Dooley Senr and Moses Dooley along with several other members 
of the family. 


Since I’ve found the Dooley family and likely both James Crawford families in Barren 
County, KY and Preble County, OH, | began wondering if Moses Dooley was on the tax 
lists for Lincoln or Madison Counties. Thus, | returned to the tax lists for Lincoln County, 
KY where | had previously found George Douglas and Rebekah Crawford along with 
some Sellars families in 1787. | didn’t find any Dooley names living near Rebekah 
Crawford in 1787. So, | checked Madison County, KY where | found Moses Dooley and 
John Doly in 1787.

This places Moses Dooley in the same taxing district as Mary Crawford, James Crawford 
and William Crawford in 1787. 


This may all be coincidence, but it appears that the Dooley clan followed the same 
migration path from the Garrard County, Kentucky area in 1787 to the Barren County, 
Kentucky area in 1799 to Preble County, Ohio in 1816. 
Thus, I’ve added the Dooley surname to my FAN club.

When | first looked at this entry, | was trying to link this record to my Kentucky research. 
One of the Crawfords I’m researching in Kentucky is Rebekah Crawford. Rebekah 
Crawford appears on the 1787 tax list in Lincoln County, Kentucky. 


It is believed that Rebekah’s husband was John Crawford — the same John Crawford 
mentioned in the Montgomery County court record. | had previously located John 
Crawford’s will in the Montgomery County Virginia Wills Book B on image 474.

Since Rebekah Crawford of Lincoln County, Virginia is believed to be the mother of the 
James Crawford who married Martha Knight, this will could be for Rebakah’s husband. 
However, | don’t have any mention of a Nathan Crawford in my research. Thus, | needed 
more proof. 


| believe that yesterday | found the support to tie the will of John Crawford in Montgomery 
County, Virginia to Rebekah Crawford in Lincoln, County, Kentucky. The names of the 
witnesses to the Montgomery County will are also found in the area of Kentucky where 
Rebekah lived. 


Rebekah may have been listed on the tax roles in Lincoln County, Kentucky, but the land 
she purchased lies in what is now Garrard County, Kentucky. Rebekah purchased that 
land from George Douglass. George Douglass is believed to be the brother of Rebekah 
Crawford. 


Other Crawfords living in Garrard County include James and William Crawford. James’ 
wife was Rebecca Anderson Maxwell. James and his wife Rebecca, along with Bazewell 
Maxwell and his wife and others are the grantors on a deed for land from the John 
Anderson estate. Thus, James Crawford and Bazewell Maxwell are brothers-in-law. 


Thus, all three witnesses to the John Crawford will can be found in Garrard County, 
Kentucky.

So who are James and William Sellers? 


James and William Sellers are likely two of the seven identified children of Nathaniel 
Sellers. Nathaniel and several sons, including James, Samuel and William, appear on the 
early tax lists in Lincoln County, Kentucky. Two other sons, Joseph and Nathan, are on 
tax lists in Bourbon County, Kentucky during the same time period. 
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In 1791, James Sellers married Mary Crawford. Five years later (in 1796), William Sellers 
married Sarah Crawford. Thus, there is a connection between the Sellers and the 
Crawford families. 


However, James and William Sellers are believed to be brothers-in-law to the James 
Crawford that married Martha Knight. James Sellers and Samuel Sellers witnessed the 
consent given by John Goodpastor for the marriage of Martha Night to James Crawford.

The James Crawford who married Martha Knight (Night) is believed to be the son of 
Rebekah Crawford and thus the brother to Mary Crawford who married James Sellers 
and to Sarah Crawford who married William Sellers. 


Since land records show that James and Martha Crawford owned land in Barren County, 
it has been assumed that the James Crawford on the sale of land by Rebecca Crawford 
was the James Crawford married to Martha Knight. 


Thus, it is believed that the children of Rebekah Crawford include James, husband of 
Martha, Mary and Sarah. This explains the Sellers names on the marriage consent for 
Martha Night. 


However, it doesn’t explain a connections between James Crawford, husband of Sally 
Duggins, and James or William Sellers. 


Thus the mystery! 


At this time, my hypothesis is that my ancestors mother was a sister to James, William 
and Samuel Sellers. That would make James Crawford (Sally Duggins) a nephew to 
James Sellers who signed the marriage bond and a nephew to William Sellers who was a 
joint tenant. 


My autosomal DNA results support this hypothesis. | have identified 9 DNA matches who 
trace their line back to Nathaniel David Sellers, father of James and William Sellers. This 
would make us some aspect of a sixth cousin. On average, we share 11.5 cM. When | 
checked the Shared cM Project, there is a 61.80% probability that we could be sixth 
cousins. Unfortunately, | have several surnames in common with each of those matches. 
This makes it difficult to use the DNA to prove my hypothesis.

Do you have ‘genealogy buddies’ that you exchange research with? Do you write letters, 
post on mailing lists or message boards or in any other way make connections with 
others researching your family tree? Do you belong to a local, regional or national 
genealogy society? 


If your answer to any of these questions is ‘No’ then | encourage you to write those 
letters, messages and posts and to join a local organization and meet their members. It 
has been my experience that some of my best breakthroughs have not come from my 
own isolated research, but from the help of others. 


When | started researching my family, | was dependent on the U.S. mail to connect me 
with other researchers. Several times a year, a new edition of Everton’s Genealogical 
Helper ( searchable at MyHeritage) would arrive. | would sit and study that magazine 
looking for anyone researching any of my surnames. When found, | would send off a 
letter to see if we might connect. Occasionally, | would pay for my own ‘advertisement’ 
listing my surnames and locations. Either way, | waited anxiously for responses to those 
letters and advertisements. 


When email entered the picture, mailing lists, such as those hosted by RootsWeb, 
became the ‘go-to’ resource for contacting other researchers. | could send my message 
to the list and wait to see if anyone would respond. Message boards on Genealogy.com 
and Ancestry.com entered the picture shortly after that and became a popular way to 
post queries seeking answers. Facebook groups seems to be replacing the message 
boards and mailing lists. Thankfully, Katherine Wilson maintains a list of these groups so 
that we can find them and connect with other genealogists. 


The methods used to connect have changed over time, but the value of these 
connections hasn't. 


One of my first ‘genealogy buddies’ was Walter Salts of Warren County, Indiana. My 
Crawford family migrated from Warren County to Dodge City, Kansas. Thus, | had 
Crawford and Foster ties in Warren County. | would send Walter a question and he would 
send me back a packet of information that usually involved at least a few newspaper 


clippings. 


| ‘met’ another genealogy buddy thru e-mail. Sandy Kuchenreuther was researching her 
Currey family in Oregon and Washington. | was researching my ancestor, Hiram Currey 
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of Leavenworth and trying to prove that he was the grandson of Hiram M. Currey, 
treasurer of Ohio in 1819. Thus, | was trying to prove my way into Sandy’s family. 
Anytime we would find something, we would share it. | remember our emails back and 
forth over an obituary claiming her relative was buried in Oregon. We both tried to track 
down the burial location to no avail — until one of us realized that there was an Oregon, 
Missouri. Once we made that connection, it was simple to find the burial and lots more 
information on that branch of the family. 


| will be spending tomorrow with several of my genealogy buddies at the Topeka 
Genealogical Society. Each month, TGS hosts a DNA and a Brick Wall study group. Not 
only can | learn from the presentations but | can learn from the conversations. It is these 
conversations that spur me on to look for new resources or new genealogy buddies. 


My participation in these study groups provided the incentive to apply for a ‘Brick Wall’ 
Consultation at the recent TGS conference and to register for that conference. Needless 
to say, | was thrilled to have been selected for one of four ‘Brick Wall’ Consultations. 


Since applying for this consultation, | have been reviewing my research, searching for 
more documents and evaluating my findings. From this process, | have a new theory that 
| might have SELLERS ancestry. During my consultation last Friday, | was encouraged to 
continue this review process and expand it. | was also encouraged to reach out to other 
researchers, make connections and collaborate. 


On Friday evening, | started applying some of the suggestions from my consultation. As | 
was doing this, | kept thinking about my new SELLERS theory. Remembering that | had 
met a TGS member in the past who was a SELLERS descendant, | decided to try and 
find her research. When | found her son’s tree on Ancestry, | was amazed to see that 
their Sellers brick wall ancestor died in Warren County, Indiana — the same county my 
Crawford family migrated to Kansas from. 


Since | knew that this Sellers descendant was attending the TGS Conference, | decided 
to visit with him on Saturday. Even though neither one of us can connect our research to 
the other’s, | learned something very valuable from him. He told me where the Walter 
Salts collection of papers is housed! 


During the final session of the conference, Michael J. Hall reviewed several of the 
features of Family Search. One of those features was the Family Search Community, 
which | need to investigate further. 


Based on the recommendations from my consultation with Michael J. Hall and my 
experiences this weekend, | am going to do more to CONNECT and COLLABORATE by 


¢ Sending emails to local libraries, historical and genealogical societies to see if they 
have any letters, diaries or other sources to help me in my Crawford research 

¢ Submitting queries to Ancestry Message boards and the FamilySearch Community 
Groups 

¢ Contacting other researchers 

¢ Maintaining current memberships in genealogical societies and possibly join other 
societies in the communities where | am researching

Thanks to FamilySearch’s digitization of the microfilm, | was able to locate the will and 
transcribe it.

* Citations — 51748 in RootsMagic 
* Sources — 3788 in RootsMagic 
¢ People — 13224 in RootsMagic 
¢ Ratio of citations to people: 51748/13224 — almost 4 citations for every person in 
RootsMagic 
This is a work in progress! 


My first software program was Personal Ancestral File (PAF). PAF was great software — 
but it wasn’t easy to document the information. | followed recommendations of the time 
and entered my sources as ‘Notes’. 


My second software program was The Master Genealogist (TMG). | was able to transfer 
my data from PAF into TMG - and the ‘Notes’ transferred as ‘Events’. Over time, | 


converted those ‘Notes’ into the ‘Events’ and added sources. When | started on TMG, | 
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configured my citations using Cite Your Sources by Richard S. Lackey (c. 1980). These 
citations would not meet today’s standards! 


When support for TMG ceased, | transferred my data into RootsMagic. About the same 
time, | was getting back into active research and catching up on suggested standards. 
This ‘catching up’ affected my citations as | started using Evidence Explained by 
Elizabeth Shown Mills. Hopefully all of my facts have a citation attached, but 
unfortunately, not all of those citations will be up to current standards. 


My 51748 citations come from 3,788 sources. Following Randy’s directions, | created a 
source list report (All Reports — Source List). Like Randy, | got a long report. | didn’t 
realize that | would need to visually scan this report to figure out which source was used 
the most. 


Unfortunately, ranking these sources isn’t easy.When it comes to sources, I’m more of a 
splitter than a lumper. When | create a source for an article found on Newspapers.com, 
my source is the name of the newspaper and not Newspapers.com. (Newspapers.com is 
part of the citation but not the master source.) Similar is true for census records, | don’t 
have a 1940 census source. Instead, | have a 1940 Lyon County, Kansas census record 
as the source. For the 1940 census, | have about 40 pages of citations in this report from 
counties all across the United States. 


Even though | can’t easily generate a list similar to Randy’s, | did learn something by 
creating this report: Some of my citations are lacking in detail. |n other words, | have work 


to do to make sure the citation will lead me back to the information.

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Locked FamilySearch Update 
Thursday, April 11, 2019 


Are you using the county records on Family Search? If so, have you figured out the levels 
of access? Well, | thought | had until a couple of weeks ago. That’s when | discovered a 
Ath level that isn’t obvious from the icons. 


In review, there are three icons that indicate where/how the microfilm records can be 
viewed. One of those is a microfilm reel. 


The ‘reel’ icon indicates that the record was microfilmed by the Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter Day Saints and is available for viewing at the Family History Library in Salt Lake 
City. 


The second icon is the camera. 


The camera icon is my favorite since it means | can access digitized images from the 
microfilm on my home computer. 


The third icon is a camera with a key above it. This icon signals that the record is ‘locked’ 
and only viewable at specific locations. 


| was able to view the above records ( Warrick County, Indiana Deeds) at my local public 
library since it is an affiliate of Family Search. Until recently, | assumed that | could view 
any/all locked images at an affiliate library. 

However, | discovered that there are two levels of locked in late March when | tried to 
access Botetourt County Virginia tax records at my local library (FamilySearch Affiliate). 


When | wasn’t able to view the images, | posted a query on the FamilySearch Users 
Group page. Responses to that query indicated that it was possible that | could only view 
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the Botetourt County records at a Family History Center. 


So, when | had the chance to research at the Topeka Public Library (another 
FamilySearch Library Affiliate) with the Topeka Genealogical Society Brick Wall Study 
Group, | tried to access the Botetourt County records again. When | still could not access 
them, it was suggested that | contact FamilySearch to see if there was a way to view 
them at an Affiliate Library. | found the ‘contact us’ link on the FamilySearch site and 
submitted my inquiry. 


To my surprise, | had a phone call from FamilySearch during my drive home. They 
confirmed that there are some locked records that are only viewable at a Family History 
Center. 


Now, that | realize there is a difference, | need to figure out which Family History Center 


will be the most convenient to use. The ‘ locations‘ website will help me identify the 
nearest center and their hours.

Since | am 75 miles from the nearest center, | could go to St. Joseph, Missouri, Topeka, 
Kansas, or Manhattan, Kansas. | just need to figure out which one has hours that fit my 
ability to travel and plan a research trip.

ne of the challenges | regularly face when researching my Crawford brick wall is trying to 
verify the identity of a James Crawford. That is the case with my attempt to rule out David 
Crawford of Barren County, KY as the father of my ancestor, James Crawford. 


The 1812 will of David Crawford indicates he had a son named James, James Fisher 
Crawford to be exact. | believe that the James F Crawford in the 1860 and 1870 census 
records is this same James Crawford. 


Unfortunately, | haven’t found a record that clearly proves that the James Crawford in the 
census record is the same James Crawford in the will. However, | have found three land 
records that may provide supporting evidence. One is a partition of land by the sons of 
James F Crawford. 


Another deed is the purchase of land by the ‘Heirs of David Crawford.’ The third deed is 
the sale of land by Polly Crawford to James Crawford. | believe the partition deed is 
referencing the land from these other two deeds.

I’ve seen several negative posts and comments about Ancestry’s new DNA tool, 
ThruLines. | haven’t come close to looking at all of my lines, let alone verifying them. 
However, | am thrilled Ancestry developed this new tool. 


With 231 ThruLines, it will take me some time to document them all, let alone verify the 
other lines. However, | have started the process of ‘archiving’ the various lines using a 
spreadsheet format suggested by Diahan Southard. (See: DNA Thru Lines Potential 
Breakthrough) 


As | was entering the information from my various BRILES ThruLines into my 
spreadsheet, | realized that all of these DNA matches are verifying the information | found 
in two family genealogies: Keith Typescript and Briles Family by Max Briles. 


These two genealogies were my starting points for the Briles side of my tree and thus the 
backbone on which | added other sources. Over the years, I’ve added census records, 
marriage records, wills, land records, etc to help document the various Briles families. Not 
only did these genealogies provide a starting point, they also helped separate individuals 
of the same name. My Briles research was easier because | had these genealogies as 
the foundation. My realization that my DNA ThruLines are confirming these genealogies 
was not only reassuring but also freeing. 
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| believe my realization is freeing because it validates the practice of using family 
genealogies, biographies in mug books and even online trees as a starting point to 
search for the additional records to verify the information found in those sources. So to 
the nay-sayers who reject online trees, mug books, etc. as being inaccurate, | say forget 
that. I’m going to use any and all sources of information, including online trees and mug 
books, to see if | can find additional sources to prove/disprove family relationships. Then | 
will use my DNA ThruLines to see whether DNA supports my research. 
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Who Is This James Crawford?

Have you ever run across a record in a county you’ve been researching and have no idea 
how the person in the record fits with known families in that area? Well, that’s my 
situation — and it is anoter James Crawford. 


James and Martha Crawford sold land in Barren County, Kentucky. Tax lists for Barren 
County show a James Crawford with 200 acres on the Marrowbone River. These tax lists 
also show another James Crawford with 50 acres on the Marrowbone. This second 
James Crawford is thought to be James and Sally (Smith Duggins) Crawford. 


I’ve also identified the family of David Crawford who died in Barren County, KY in 1812. 
Now, I’ve found a deed for a James Crawford and Patsy his wife selling land in Wythe 


County Virginia to Peter Kinson. This 1806 deed indicates that James and Patsy were 
living in Montgomery County, Ohio at the time.

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So, who is this James Crawford? Patsy could be a nickname for Martha. Unfortunately, 
every record I’ve seen for James and Martha use her given name and not the nickname, 
Patsy. 


Being in Montgomery County, Ohio in 1806 would imply that James and Patsy were early 
settlers of that state. 


Based on that, | checked History.Geo’s First Landowners Project. There are 3 entries for 
James Crawford in Preble County. Two of these entries are for James and Martha while 
the third is for James and Sally. The Montgomery county entry is for Robert C. Crawford 
in 1816. Darke County has two entries: Alexander Crawford 1832 and Norman B 
Crawford 1831. 


The Bureau of Land Management's General Land Office Records has 3 entries for 
Crawford in Montgomery County. All of those entries are for Robert Crawford. 
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A search of ‘ Settlers and Builders’ of Ohio does not include any James Crawford nor any 
Crawford in Montgomery County, Ohio. 


Since the 1882 book, History of Montgomery County, Ohio has been digitized and is part 
of the book collection on FamilySearch, | searched it for James Crawford. Other than 
references to Col. William Crawford, the only Crawford reference from the early history 
was in a section on James Grimes. James Grimes emigrated from Rockbridge County, 
Virginia in 1805 travelling thru Crab Orchard, Kentucky. The James Grimes section 
names Mr. Crawford as one of those who made the trip with him. 


At this point, | can’t place the James Crawford in this deed.

Is something causing Ancestry’s hinting system to merge people of the same name? 


I’m in the process of trying to disprove several Crawford men as the father of my James 
Crawford of Preble County, Ohio. Today, I’m trying to work on Rev. James Crawford 
(1752/3 to 1803) of Fayette County, Kentucky. I’ve found James Crawford [LZN5-SCD] in 
some of the Fayette County, KY records on Family Search. However, | have yet to find 
anything that would link James to his children. Thus, | decided to see if the Ancestry tree 
hints would help. 


I’ve had Rev. James Crawford along with several other Crawford families from early 
Kentucky in my tree for quite some time. Thus, | expected to find legitimate hints. Instead, 
| found a lot of hints for other James Crawfords, whom | also have in my tree. At first, | 
just assumed that other researchers had confused some of these Crawford families in 
their trees. However, when | looked at the hints for Ancestor Member trees, | realized that

These trees also had Alexander Crawford and Mary McPheeters as the parents of James 
Crawford. When | looked at the hints | ignored, there were some hints that pertained to 
James and Rebecca of Indiana.

Since the hints, suggested trees, and suggested member connects link to these other 
families, I’m beginning to think some computer algorithm is suggesting that these James 
Crawfords are the same individual versus separate men. I’m also curious as to why my 
search didn’t generate any hints for the trees that contain Rev. James Crawford. 


When | searched Public Member Trees for James Crawford with a death date of 1803 in

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Re-Learning to Use Shared Events

Have you used ‘shared events’ in your genealogy software? 


Michelle Simmons Lewis had a Facebook post today that is causing me to re-visit the 
concept of shared events. In her post, she indicated that she was using shared events to 
help with a one-name study in early South Carolina. 


This post caught my attention today for two reasons: 


¢ My Crawford research in Kentucky is similar to a limited one-name study; 
* | could be using shared events to tie the various members of my Kentucky FAN club 
together. 
Unfortunately, Michelle Simmons Lewis’ post contained hints for Legacy Family Tree 
software and | use RootsMagic. Knowing that the software packages are similar, | looked 
for information on shared events in RootsMagic. | found a video by Bruce Buzbee 
explaining shared events in RootsMagic. 


This video helped me think through a couple of ways | can use shared events to help pull 
together my Crawford research. 

My first use was for the witness to a will. Since | already had George Doulgas, the 
witness to David Crawford’s will, in my RootsMagic database, all | had to do was share 
the will event for David Crawford with George Douglas.

When | shared Rebekah Douglas’ Land-Purch fact with George Douglas, it created a 
sentence showing that George Douglas sold the land. 
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Unfortunately, the name ‘Land-Purch’ does not make sense in George’s list since he is 
the seller of the land not the purchaser. Since the principal person in this event is 
purchasing land, | haven’t figured out how to rename the fact so that | will know the 
principal person is purchasing land. 


Now that | have shared two wills and a deed with George Douglas, | would like to be able 
to easily get from the event in his timeline to the principal person for the event. So far, | 
haven't figured out how to easily get to the other party in the event.

Do you ever participate in one of Blaine Bettinger’s DNA quizzes? Or, do you ever see 
someone else’s post about their DNA stats and decide to investigate your own? | know | 
often take the time to look at the data and see how my data compares. 


That happened two days ago when someone (and unfortunately | don’t know who and 
can’t find the original post) posted about his Ancestry DNA Common ancestors. Basically, 
the poster indicated how many common ancestors he had at each cousin level and 
wondered how that compared to other testers. 


Thus, | decided to look at mine: 


¢ One 1st cousin 

¢ Three 2nd cousins 

¢ Five 3rd cousins 
With over 3,000 4th cousin or closer DNA matches, | expected a lot of common ancestors 
at the 4th cousin level. Thus, | was shocked to only find EIGHT. 
Out of curiosity, | looked at my incomplete ThruLines spreadsheets to see how many 
cousins | have identified so far.

Not only do the numbers differ for 4th cousins, but they also differ for how many 2nd and 
3rd cousins | have descending from a common ancestor. 

This sent me back to my matches list. When | looked at the number of shaky leaf icons in 
my matches list, the number of the shaky leaf icons for 1st thru 3rd cousins matched the 
number of cousins using the common ancestor filter. 

The next level is a little deceiving. On the matches list this level is 4th thru 6th cousin — 
not just 4th cousins. So | started counting the shaky leaf icons. | had counted 155 shaky 
leaf icons and was still in the 4th-6th cousin section. Since | had reached a match length 
of just 22 cM, | stopped counting. 

Once | realized that the shaky leaf is not always synonymous with common ancestor, | 
went back and started looking for the term ‘common ancestor’ by the shaky leaf. | quickly 
counted over 8 4th-6th cousins with the words ‘common ancestor’. Studying the first 15 of 
those ‘common ancestor’ matches, | found it odd that three of the 15 matches had two 
trees with a tree size of 7 and one tree in the list with a tree size of 2. When | looked at 
those very small trees, a common ancestor was not shown on the tree.

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Since | descend from Isom Gallimore, it is possible that Isom Gallimore is our common 
ancestor. However, nothing in my match’s tree connects my match to Isom Gallimore. 
Yet, this match comes up using the ‘Common Ancestor’ filter. 


Going back to my match list, | wondered why some of my known cousins don’t appear as 
common ancestors. For example, several descendants of my 2nd Great Grandfather, 
George Menizer, have tested but aren’t listed on the ‘common ancestor list. 


This match descends from George Mentzer thru his son Ernest. My tree not only contains 
information on George Mentzer, but on his children and grandchildren. 


Thus, our two trees should contain enough information to connect our two trees. Thus, | 
expected to find this match on the ThruLines screen for George Mentzer.

Unfortunately, the ThruLines screen does not show George’s son Ernest and the link to 
my DNA match — even though our trees both contain Ernest as a son of George 
Mentzer. 


Since this Mentzer match has an unlinked tree, I’m wondering if that is keeping the 
‘common ancestor’ and ThruLnes from working for this match. 

Unfortunately, | don’t have an explanation for only EIGHT 4th cousin matches showing up 
with the ‘Common Ancestor’ filter.

Friday, April 26, 2019 


Do you ever go back thru your research trying to use your older research to try and find 
new information? If so, that is what I’m working on with my James Crawford brick wall. As 
part of that process, I’m reviewing the other Crawford families I’ve identified and trying to 
prove/disprove a relationship with my ancestor, James Crawford. 


Thus, | was looking at the James Crawford who was a Presbyterian minister at Walnut 
Hill Church outside of Lexington, Kentucky. Not only am | trying to find additional 
information, but I’m also trying to make sure | have good source citations for the 
information | have already located. 


For Rev. James Crawford’s death date, | had cited Kentucky Obituaries 1787-1854 


These notes are typical of my early days of genealogy research. They are handwritten 
and usually contain the title of the source and repository where | found it. My early 
research rarely contained a full citation. 

Curious as to how accurately | recorded the information, | decided to see if | could find 
this information on Ancestry. From various Barefoot Genealogist’s Ancestry videos, | 
knew that | should search Ancestry’s collections and not rely on the hinting system. 

Thus, | repeated my search for a James Crawford who died in 1803 in Kentucky.

Even though | didn’t come up with the Kentucky Obituaries source, | elected to continue 
looking. | then did a search of the catalog for Kentucky Obituaries.

This search provided me a link to the Ancestry database, Kentucky Obituaries, 1787- 
1854. The Source Description did not indicate that the database was pulled from the 
book | used years ago. Hoping that the database contained similar information as found 
in the book, | did a search for James Crawford who died in 1803.

Since the images were 
browsable, | was able to go to the first image, where | discovered that the database is 
pulling from the book | used for my notes.

¢ the Kentucky Obituaries, 1787-1854 database is NOT included in the list of search 
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results from a search of All Collections. 
Based on my experience, | believe that | Ancestry has a lot of resources that | haven’t 
used . Thus, | need to go beyond searching for the individual in all collections to 
searching the ‘Card Catalog’ to see what resources are available for a locality and then 
searching those resources.

One of the suggestions for breaking down a brick wall is to go back thru one’s previous 
research. | can’t say that I’ve broken thru my brick wall, but | can say that this review 
process is helping me learn about other Crawford families in the area. 


So, last night, | continued the process when | found my handwritten notes from the book, 
Index to the Recorded Kentucky Wills to 1851: The Testators. It appears that | 
transcribed the information for all of the Crawfords. Curious about the contents of some of 
these early wills, | used FamilySearch to locate the 1805 will for David Crawford. 


This will names the children, gives the married name of the daughters, identifies some 
slaves and identifies several pieces of land. Based on the information in the will, | believe 
this will is for David Crawford IV whose FamilySearch ID is L55C-CW6.

Beverly Vawter, husband of Elizabeth Crawford, received a patent in 1813 for land in 
Jefferson County. 


A James Crawford received a patent in 1815 for land in Jennings County, Indiana. 
According to the patent, James Crawford was a private in Captain Warner's Company, 
General Stockton’s Regiment of Delaware Volunteers, War of 1812. This might be James 
M. Crawford, son of James and Rebecca.

For this week’s mission (should you decide to accept it), answer the question: 
1) It’s story time — tell us how you met your spouse or significant other. If you don’t have 
one, tell us about how your parents met each other. 


It’s the spring of 1971 and I’m a freshman at Kansas State Teachers College in Emporia. 
I’ve just started my new job as an assistant in the chemistry department. | worked two 
afternoons a week — Tuesdays and Thursday — in the storeroom. It was my job to check 
out and then check in glassware, thermometers and other supplies to the chemistry 
students. Most of my ‘customers’ were in Chemistry | or Il students. Since dress codes for 
my sorority were still enforce, | was not only one of the few females working in the 
department, but | was the only one in a skirt. 


Even though my husband and | met that semester, | don’t remember him. He was just 
another student at the storeroom door requesting equipment. It was during our 
sophomore year that Mike and | ‘met’ again as we were in Quantitative Chemical 
Analysis together. Not only did we study together, but we were both working as lab 
assistants in the chemistry department. 


During our junior year, we were again in class together. This time, it was Modern Physics. 
Not only were we study partners, but we were seriously dating, becoming engaged in 
February of that year. 


We were married the day after graduation. We started our married life as chemistry and 
physics teachers. Mike was hired by USD 442 to teach science at Nemaha Valley High 
School in April of our senior year — a month before our wedding.

Casualties’ that appeared on a regular basis. The Manhattan Mercury was the only paper 
that had this type of article. Since Fort Riley is near Manhattan, that may have been a 
factor in the papers decision to publish this information. This paper is searchable on 
Newspapers.com. 


When searching for the death of a family member, the surname can be added to the 
search. 


The “ War Casualties” article in the May 3, 1945 issue of the paper is a great example of 
the variety of ways this information was reported.

It’s almost the first of the month — the time when many bloggers remind us to backup our 
genealogy data. Normally, | ignore those reminders. | ignore them because | feel like | 
have a good backup plan. 


¢ | backup my RootsMagic database every time | close it after making any changes. (I 
change the name to add a character or two to reflect the time.) 
e My genealogy files are stored on the hard drive of my computer and synced with 
Dropbox 
¢ | use Second Copy to copy files (documents, pictures and music) to an external USB 
drive 
¢ | use Backblaze to backup my files off site 
Since | am backing up my files in multiple ways, | usually don’t worry about the 
reminders. That was until this morning. When | sat down to my computer this morning, | 
had a BackBlaze warning that my files hadn’t been backed up since May 22nd. 
So, how did my backup system fail? Two factors caused Backblaze to not be current: the 
weather and the loss of Internet connectivity.

Many would question how | could blame a Backblaze failure on the weather, but it is 
related. | try to shutdown my computer and unplug it during thunderstorms. Getting tired 
of this middle of the night task, | started shutting down my computer at bedtime when 
severe weather threatened. And we have had a lot of severe weather for the past 10 
days. Since | have Backblaze and Second Copy set to run at night, neither was backing 
up my computer until | left it on last night. 

Since we didn’t have severe weather last night (thank you Lord), the backups should 
have run. Second Copy did run and the backup to the USB drive is current. However, 
Backblaze didn’t run. 

Backblaze couldn’t run last night because our Internet was still down from a cut fiber line. 
Since the fiber line repair was completed this morning, our Internet is back. Thus, 
Backblaze should run tonight and everything will be backed up again. 

The warning this morning reminded me to PAY ATTENTION to whether my backups 
complete as expected.

This morning, | watched one of the Barefoot Genealogist’s new videos: What Are 
Ancestry ThruLines? 


Even though | was already familiar with Ancestry’s ThruLines — and appreciate how they 
are helping me with my DNA matches, | learned several things about how Ancestry’s 
‘Common Ancestors’ and ‘ThruLines’ work from this video. 


The major tip is to CREATE a tree and ATTACH it to the DNA test. 


¢ Make the tree Public OR searchable Private — as long as the tree is searchable, it 
will help generate ThruLines clues 
¢ When the tree is ‘searchable private’ the various generations are shown as 
PRIVATE in a matches’ view of ThruLines 
¢ If possible, add your parents and grandparents to the tree 
¢ Use Genealogy Standards when adding information to your tree Names Only 
use maiden names for women in the tree. Using a married name will make it 
difficult for the computer to match the woman in a tree to the same woman in 
someone else’s tree. 
¢ Don’t use any special characters such as quotation marks, nicknames or 
symbols in the name fields. Again, this will make it difficult if not impossible 
for the computer to make the match. 
¢ Places City, County, State, Country format 
¢ No abbreviations (For example, spell out the state Kansas instead of using 
KS) 
* Dates dd mmm yyyy format. For example: 28 May 2019 
| know that place names are a stumbling block for me. In the past, | have abbreviated the 
state. I’ve also abbreviated the word COUNTY as Co. More recently, I’ve been trying to 
use the standardized version of a place name. (Thankfully, my genealogy software helps 
me with this.) However, | still have some of my older, nonstandard, place names in my 
file. Thus, those place names may be preventing Ancestry’s computers from finding a 
common ancestor with another match. 


As I’m working to meet these standards in my Heartland Genealogy tree, | hope all of my 
matches that currently don’t have a tree will create and attach a tree to their DNA test.

What are your feelings regarding the FamilySearch tree? Do you dislike it because 
anyone can change anything? Or, do you like it because of the ability to collaborate? 


Even though | get frustrated with unexplained changes that don’t fit my conclusions, | like 
the FamilySearch tree. | like it because it is the one of the places where collaboration 
happens. When someone else makes a change to one of my ancestors that doesn’t 
agree with my research, | see the opportunity to collaborate. When this happens, | will 
often add a discussion item either questioning the change or explaining my conclusion. | 
also use the messaging tool to contact the contributor and inquire about their sources 
and reasoning. 


My first encounter with this was when someone changed the birthplace for James 
Crawford [M9X2-NWS] and added parents. | was ecstatic! Someone had found the 
parents of James Crawford. They even attached a source! However, when | started 
studying that source in relation to everything else we knew about James Crawford, | 
realized that the source was for a different James Crawford and not for my ancestor. | let 
my discussion post sit there for a while before removing the parents, the source and 
restoring James’ birth date and place. 


Yesterday, | was reviewing changes to individuals | monitor on the FamilySearch tree and 
found where a sibling of my 2nd great grandmother, Emeline Minnick [K8K7-NHW], was 
removed from the family. It took me a while to figure out the changes, but Emeline’s 
brother was merged with another male of the same name and ended up in a different 
family. 


As | was reviewing my data to see if | had Wilson J. Minnick [LV86-BFV] placed in the 
wrong family, | realized that | had more information about the family than was visible to 
others. | have sources in my RootsMagic data that aren’t on the FamilySearch tree. I’ve 
found that to be true of many people in my database: | have more sources than are on 
the FamilySearch tree. 


RootsMagic has the capability to transfer my sources to FamilySearch. So why aren't 
those sources attached? For me, | have a 


* hesitancy to add source because | don’t know how to tag it (Name, Gender, Birth, 
Christening, Death, Burial). Many of my sources place a person in a particular place 
at a particular time and have nothing to do with their birth or death. 

¢ hesitancy to add source because | don’t know what is expected in the ‘reason to 
attach source’ box 

¢ reluctance to spend the time. | would rather be researching than adding sources to 
the FamilySearch tree. 

Because of my reluctance to upload my sources to the FamilySearch tree, | know have to 
figure out how to separate two families that have been merged. 


Thus, I’m plan to not worry as much about whether my reason for attaching a source is 
good enough and to spend more time uploading sources.

Sunday, June 02, 2019 


Do you try and connect with other genealogists to pick up tips and tricks? Living in rural 
America, | rely on connections over the Internet to pick up many of those tips and tricks. 
I’ve recently been watching one of the Barefoot Genealogists’ recent videos: Making 
Discoveries with the New and Improved AncestryDNA Match List. 


About halfway thru the video (28:48), Crista explains why | should use actual names and 
birthdates for living people in my tree. | hadn’t considered that my ‘privitization’ of the 
names would prevent the computers from being able to match data in my tree with data 
in a match’s tree. Since I’ve had issues in the past with shared matches not working as 
expected, | have followed Crista’s advice and used actual names. 


Watching this video, | also discovered that the method and terminology for shared 
matches has changed. Instead of being called ‘shared matches’, it is now called ‘common 
ancestors’. The terminology change is likely due to the change in how the ‘sharing’ is 
determined. | believe the shared matches was based on sharing Ancestry hints. With 
common ancestors, it is determined by comparing tree data. 


That’s why Ancestry is recommending that everyone have a tree with at least parents and 
grandparents. Ancestry’s computers can take that small tree and compare it to all of the 
other trees on Ancestry. Thus, that small tree might have a parent or grandparent in a 
larger tree, like mine, that contains a lot of descendants. This is the same technology that 
is behind the new feature, Ancestry Thrulines. 


| decided to test this on my own tree. | had a DNA match that | hadn't looked at identified 
as having a common ancestor. 


When | clicked on the ‘Common Ancestor’ link, it took me to a comparison page. This 
screen informed me that my match’s tree was private. However, along the left side of the 
screen was the suggested common ancestors: Albert Hutchinson and Julia Harding. 


When | clicked on Albert Hutchinson, our two lines leading back to Albert Hutchinson 
were shown.

| have to admit that | often just use the information provided by Ancestry. I’m not sure why 
| decided to locate an extraction form and record the census information for myself today. 
However, I’m glad | did since | think the Ancestry record had one piece of information 
incorrect. 


| was researching Isaac Crawford of Jefferson County, Indiana. | suspected he was living 
in Jefferson County in 1820 but hadn’t obtained a census record to support that 
suspicion. So, | searched Ancestry and was able to locate a record for Isaac Crawford in 
Jefferson County, Indiana.

The census image for Isaac Crawford also included Will Crawford a few lines up. 


Wanting to record the information for both families, | opened my 1820 extraction form and 
recorded the information on my spreadsheet. 


One of the things | noticed was that Will was engaged in agriculture while Isaac was 
engaged in manufacturing. Suspecting the two men were brothers, this puzzled me. 
When | looked back at the record for Isaac, it didn’t say anything about manufacturing. 
Instead, it indicated a slave under 14. 
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| scanned the images to try and find an image with headings at the top. Unfortunately, 
none of the 25 images | scanned has headings at the top of the image.

The transcript of the interview contains a ‘Life Sketch of Philamen V. Crawford, written by 
himself in 1882.’ This life sketch includes information on James and Rebecca Crawford, 
the grandparents of Philamen V. Crawford. 


All of these sources provides clues about the family of James and Rebecca (Anderson) 
Crawford. Armed with these clues, | have been able to locate marriage records, deeds 
and court documents to further document this family. 


Even though I’ve been able to back up the information from these family genealogies with 
other records, that isn’t always the case. Scott Fisher reminds us to utilize caution when 
working with published genealogies in episode #77 of Fisher’s Top Tips. 


“Early genealogists were just as prone to error as anyone posting a public tree today ... 
use that old book as a clue, then validate that the author got it right,” said Scott Fisher on 
Episode #77 of Fisher’s Top Tips. 


I’m no closer to proving a relationship between my James Crawford and James and 
Rebecca (Anderson) Crawford. However, I’m thankful that I’ve found these published 
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genealogies. Who knows, one of these clues might lead to a document connecting the 
two men.

Have you ever looked at the FamilySearch tree or at personal trees on Ancestry and 
wondered how and why they made those family connections? | know | have. | hope that 
others if others have such a question about the research reflected in my Ancestry tree, 
that they would contact me with their concerns and questions! 


This is important to me. | want my tree to accurately reflect family relationships. Since | 
research siblings and their descendants, some might ask why it is important that | get 
those relationships right. As Ancestry is providing us with more DNA tools, I’m finding that 
my ability to interpret my DNA matches is affected by whether | have those family 
connections correct.

This James Crawford had a spouse named Rebecca. However, | believe there is another 
James Crawford with a wife named Rebecca living along Paint Lick Creek in Garrard 
County, KY. The book, Maxwell History and Genealogy outlines the family of James and 
Rebecca Anderson.

I’ve been using the information from this Maxwell history to help research this James 
Crawford and his family. | have deeds for James Crawford indicating that he migrated 
from Garrard County, Kentucky to Jefferson County, Indiana. Of the eight children 
identified in the Maxwell history, | have marriage records for four of them from Garrard 
County, Kentucky and for three of them from Jefferson County, Indiana. 
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Unfortunately, I’m still looking for a will, probate file and/or deed tying James Crawford 
(1758-1836) to his children. Without this type of documentation, the information in my 
tree could be wrong. 

Since circumstantial evidence suggests that my ancestor, James Crawford (1772-1854) 
might be related to the James Crawford (1758-1836) of Garrard County, I’d like to use 
DNA evidence to both support such a relationship and to connect with other researchers. 
Thus, I'd like to be able to search my DNA matches for the surnames of James and 
Rebecca (Anderson) Crawford’s. Finding multiple matches when searching for Creath, 
Guthrie, or Vawter suggest a possible relationship between my ancestor and James 
Crawford (1758-1836). But, | also find matches for the surname of McPheeters, which 
suggests the other trees may be correct. These DNA matches would be helpful IF our 
paper trees matched. Unfortunately, our trees don’t match making it difficult to utilize this 
DNA data. 

For my DNA matches to be helpful, | need my tree to be as accurate as possible. | also 
need others to have trees as accurate as possible.

I’m trying to figure out whether the Isaac Crawford and wife Nancy of Jefferson County, 
Indiana are the Isaac Crawford who married Nancy Miller in Garrard County, Kentucky. 
Thus, I’m tracking the transfer of land by heirs of Jacob Miller, Nancy Miller’s father. 


In May 1840, James and John Crawford were identified as sons of Isaac Crawford when 
they sold their 1/6th of 1/11th of Jacob Miller’s land to William Duff. Going back through 
the deeds, | have identified three other deeds where protions of Jacob Miller’s land was 
sold to William Duff.

Have you ever encountered some random information in a Facebook post that led you to 
look for additional records? That was my experience recently when someone posted in 
the Families of Garrard County, Kentucky group about the Sellers-Kennedy riot.

Since my Crawford family left Garrard County before 1820, | haven’t paid much attention 
to the history of the county after that. One of the Crawford lines I’m tracking from the 
Garrard County area had two daughters marry into the Sellers family. (William Sellers 
married Sarah Crawford and James Sellers married Mary Crawford) These particular 
Sellers families also moved out of the county. 


At this point, | don’t know how the Sellers of the 1873 riot connect to the Sellers family of 
the 1790s but I’m guessing they do connect. 


One of the comments on the post mentioned the search for Sellers deeds. When | looked 
back at my research, | realized | did not have the deed for the sale of land. Since those 
records are easily accessible on FamilySearch, | located that deed today. 


At first glance, this deed may be for land that belonged to James Sellers and Mary

I’m hoping that by learning more about Aristippus Brown, his wife Elizabeth Crawford and 
her siblings I’ll be able to determine whether the Isaac and Nancy Crawford of Jefferson 
County, Indiana is the Isaac Crawford who married Nancy Miller in Garrard County, 
Kentucky.

Do you have a brick wall? Does that brick wall involve identifying the father of an 
ancestor? At some point, many of us face such a brick wall. 


One of my brick walls involves my ancestor, James Crawford. My James Crawford 
married Sally Duggins in 1799 in Garrard County, Kentucky. All of my research efforts 
have not punched a hole in this brick wall. Thus, I’m using the FAN (friends 
acquaintances, and neighbors) club method to branch out and try to find a way around 
this brick wall. I’m currently researching all of the Crawford families in the area of Garrard 
County, Kentucky during its early days of settlement. 


One of those families is James Crawford and his wife Rebecca Anderson. My current 
theory is that this James Crawford might be an uncle to my ancestor. Thus, I’m hoping 
that by researching James and Rebecca and their children, | might find something 
relating to my James Crawford. Unfortunately, identifying the children of James and 
Rebecca is proving to be difficult. 


| found information about this family in the Florence Wilson Houston book, Maxwell 
History and Genealogy 


This book identifies the children of James and Rebecca as William Crawford, James 
Crawford, Isaac Crawford, Ann Crawford, Jane Crawford, Cynthia Crawford, and Polly 
Crawford. Even though this information is just a hint, it has proven valuable in locating 
records for the children of James and Rebecca. Unfortunately, | haven’t been able to 
locate a will, probate record or even a deed that identifies these children as the children 
of James and/or Rebecca Crawford. 


When it comes to Isaac Crawford, some other researchers show his father as George 
Crawford and not James. Thus, I’m trying to figure out whether there are two Isaac 
Crawfords in the Garrard County, Kentucky area at the same time or whether someone 
has an incorrect father for lsaac Crawford — and that someone could be me. 


My theory: The Isaac Crawford married to Nancy Miller is the son of James and Rebecca 
Crawford. 


Do | have any rock solid evidence to support this theory? No! | only have tidbits of 
information that might connect Isaac to James and Rebecca Crawford. Most of what | 
have simply places Isaac Crawford in the same area as James and Rebecca during the 
same time period. 
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| have found records placing James and Rebecca Anderson living along Paint Lick Creek 
in Madison and Garrard Counties, Kentucky. 


In that same area, several sources indicate that Isaac Crawford married Nancy Miller on 
2 Dec 1808. 


In 1809, there is an lsaac Crawford on the tax list for Garrard County, Kentucky. A James 
Crawford and a Wm Crawford are listed on the same page of this tax list. (Note: This 
page does not include a George Crawford.) 


Isaac is also listed on the 1810 and 1811 tax lists for Garrard County, Kentucky. 
However, James Crawford is not listed on these tax lists. In 1811, James Crawford is said 
to have moved to Jefferson County, Indiana ( Vawter Family in America).

James Crawford, my grandiather on my father's side, was 
born in 1759 amd reared on oF near James River, Virginia, and at 
the age of sixteen years volunteered in what was known ay the 
Virginia line anil served three years in the Revolutionary War 
He afterward—date unknown to me—murried Rebecca Ander- 
xt, and they reared eight children, three sons and five dts 
My father, James Maxwell Crawford, was the third son, and was 


born March 3, 1790, in Jared county, Kentucky, where my grand- 


father had removed among the first settlers of that region, and 
where they had neny bloody encounters with the savages, my 
grandfather having a full share in the trophies 

But to hasten the story: My grandfather again moved, from 
Jared county, Kentucky, to Jefferson courity, Indiana, in March, 
1811, when my father was twenty-one years of age, and settled 
within three miles of where the city of Madison mow stands 


Since James Crawford moved to Indiana, it is possible that a son named Isaac might also 
move to Indiana. In 1815, an Isaac Crawford registered land at the Jeffersonville land 
office. Jefferson County, Indiana deeds indicate that an Isaac Crawford and Nancy his 
wife sold land in Jefferson County, Indiana. Isaac and Nancy again sell land in 1822. In 
1823, an Isaac Crawford purchases land in Bartholomew County, Indiana. Other 
researchers indicate that Isaac and Nancy (Miller) Crawford died in 1824. 


| have yet to find a record or records linking Isaac Crawford to James Crawford, thus, | 
have to consider the possibility that there are either two Isaac Crawfords married to a 
Nancy or that Isaac’s father is George Crawford. My next step is to contact other 
researchers to see if they can provide information to prove or disprove my theory. 


The first place | looked was on the FamilySearch tree. That tree currently shows George 
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Crawford as the father of Isaac. Since the change log allows me to see who made 
changes to Isaac Crawford [LQ5D-25H], | can see who is in the ‘James camp’ and who is 
in the ‘George camp’.

| have used the FamilySearch messaging system to contact these researchers — and | 
have received a hint that there is a court record involving Isaac’s sister, Polly Guthrie, that 
may identify the children of James. 


Some might wonder why I’m spending so much time investigating Isaac since he isn’t my 
ancestor. The primary reason is that I’m hoping that by following James and Rebecca’s 
children, grandchildren, etc. | will stumble across some clue that will take me around my 
brick wall and identify the parents or siblings of my ancestor. My second reason is that 
one of my DNA matches descends from Isaac and my match is in the ‘George’ camp.

However, the computer would sort those folder 
alphabetically. Growing frustrated with the alphabetical arrangement, | changed the way | 
named the folders to put the year of the person’s birth first. Thus, the folders get arranged 
chronologically.

Research Notes

Do you keep a research log? | have to admit that | would likely get a ‘failing grade’ for this 
part of the genealogy standard. I’ve tried using a paper log and a spreadsheet log, but 
don’t seem to be able to keep it up. Thus, | don’t have a ‘master index’ to locate my 
research notes. 

In May, Pat Richley-Erickson, posted a question to the Facebook group, The Organized 
Genealogist, asking group members how they organize their research notes. This was 
followed up by a Wacky Wednesday presentation, Organizing Active Research Notes. 


I’m just now starting to watch this presentation, but have already picked up on a hint that | 
would like to implement in my own research: incorporate the link to the actual file in my 
notes. (Thanks Cousin Russ for sharing this hint from Drew Smith.) 

Even though | seem to fail at keeping a formal research log, | have found a tool that helps 
me keep track of my active research. That tool is Scrivener. Scrivener is actually a tool 
designed for writers to organize their research. There are a variety of resources that 
helped me learn to use Scrivener for genealogy.

I’m not using Scrivener to write a family history. However, | am using it to collect and 
organize my research notes. Having discovered Scrivener, | have started creating a 
Scrivener project for each surname | am actively researching. Within a project, | create a 
folder on the Research corkboard for the county. 
My current research project is my CRAWFORD research. Since much of this research 
involves counties with shifting county boundaries, I’m using the date the county was 
formed as part of the folder name.

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Even though | have to manually sort the folder, having the year the county formed helps 
me realize that | likely have to look in multiple counties. This date is also a clue to 
approximate start dates for records in that county.

When | take notes, | try to put all of the information needed for a citation at the top of the 
page. Then | add notes from the source. 


When | import an image, | can switch to a split screen with the image on the top anda 
‘transcription’ file on the bottom. 


By transcribing these records, | can copy/paste the transcription into notes or the citation 
detail in my RootsMagic. | also am copying this information into blog posts so that | can 
more easily share them with other researchers. 

These files can also be exported in a variety of formats. 
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As I’m researching several different Crawford families in early Kentucky and beyond, I’ve 
found Scrivener to be extremely helpful. All of my notes are in this project. Thus, this tool 
has become my ‘Research Log’. 
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
